To  the  Honorable 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gentlemen: 

As  required  by  ordinance  No.  14,  of  1S50,  I  have  the  honor  to 
present  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1852.  The  annexed  tabular  statement,  marked  A,  will  exhibit  the 
disbursements  on  account  of  the  operations  o/  this  Department  for 
the  current  year  ending  31st  ult.  The  annexed  statement,  marked 
B,  will  show  the  number  of  Public  Pumps  belonging  to  the  Corpo- 
ration and  under  the  supervision  of  this  department.  I  here\^th 
submit  an  exhibit  of  the  several  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  or  parts 
thereof,  which  have  been  paved  or  re-paved  during  the  past  year: 
the  names  of  the  contractors,  and  the  sums  respectively  paid  for 
paving  or  re-paving  the  same.  The  several  provisions  of  the  Ordi- 
nance relating  to  paving  and  re-paving,  as  well  as  the  duties  therein 
required  of  the  City  Commissioner  concerning  the  same,  have  been 
duly  complied  with.  The  following  fire-plugs  have  been  erected 
during  the  past  year,  namely  : 

In  front  of  the  Watchman  Engine  House. 
At  the  corner  of  Welcome  alley  ind  Kutaw  street. 
At  the  corner  of  Biddle  and  McCulloch  Btn 
At  the  corner  of  Paca  street  and  Cider  alley. 
be  coroei  of  Montgomery  and  Hanovei 
\t  the  corner  of  Montgomery  and  Charlc>  streets. 
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At  the  corner  of  Montgomery  and  William  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Montgomery  and  Light  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Franklin  and  Brune  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Gough  and  Broadway  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Richmond  street  and  Plover  alley. 

At  the  corner  of  Biddle  street  and  Pennsylvania  avenue. 

At  the  corner  of  Biddle  and  George  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Fremont  and  Franklin  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Fremont  and  Mulberry  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Tyson  street  and  Fulton  alley. 

At  the  corner  of  Charles  and  Cross  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  William  and  Warren  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Charles  and  Hamburg  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Biddle  and  Tessier  streets. 

On  Biddle  street,  between  Tessier  and  Ross  streets* 

At  the  corner  of  Fremont  and  Saratoga  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Charles  and  Henrietta  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Fremont  and  Lexington  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  George  and  Brune  streets. 

On  Fremont  street,  between  Lexington  and  Saratoga  streets. 

All  others  ordered  by  the  various  resolutions  passed  by  your 
honorable  body,  failed  to  be  erected  in  consequence  of  the  insuffi- 
ciency of  the  appropriation  for  those  objects,  and  the  remoteness  of 
the  water  pipes  from  the  places  designated.  I  have  changed  the 
grade  of  Pierce  street,  between  Fremont  and  Poppleton  streets;  of 
Ridgely  alley,  between  Fremont  and  Scott  streets;  of  Fort  avenue, 
between  Webster  street  and  Fort  McHenry ;  of  Madison  avenue, 
between  Lanvale  street  and  the  North  avenue:  as  directed  by  ordi- 
nances No.  9,  11,  3S  and  72,  of  1852.  The  grade  of  Exeter  street 
and  Canton  avenue,  at  their  intersection  with  each  other,  has  also 
been  established  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  ordi- 
nance passed  at  the  extra  session  of  October  last.  Ordinances  Nos# 
1#,  17,  24,  25,  35,  43,  46  and  72  have  been  severally  carried  into 
effect.  The  extension  of  the  Hollins  street  Market-house,  and  the 
repairs  and  other  improvements,  directed  by  ordinance  No.  43, 
have  been  completed.  West  Falls  avenue  has  been  paved,  and 
the  several  requirements  of  ordinance  No.  46  have  been  duly 
complied  with.  I  have  contracted  for  the  construction  of  an 
Iron  Draw  Bridge,  over  Jones'  Falls,  at  Block  street  and  West 
Falls  avenue.  The  work  is  in  successful  operation  and  will  be 
completed  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  next.  I  have  also 
contracted  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge  over  the  bed  of  Grundy 
street,  as  authorised  by  Resolution  No.  70.  The  Bridge,  ordered 
by  Resolution  No.  153,  over  the  run  on  West  Franklin  street,  has 
been  completed.  The  tunnelling  of  Chatsworth  run  at  St.  Peter's 
street  :  of  Harford  run  at  Dallas  and  Chew  streets,  and  from  Caro- 
line to  Madison  streets,  have  been  duly  attended  to,  as  directed  by 
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the  resolutions  relating  tlicrtMo.      In   obedience  to   your  resolution, 
I  have  erected  an  arch  over  Chatsworth  run  at  German  street,  and 

have  caused  this  run  to  he  tunnelled  from  Haw  street  to  Pratt  Mm  t, 
as  required  by  Resolution  No.  145.     By  reference  to  tabular  state- 
ment, marked  A,  it  will  he  seen  that  your  estimate   has   fallen  short 
of  the  actual  amount  required  to  complete  this  last  mentioned  work. 
An   additional   appropriation   for  this  object   will    he  therefore  re- 
quired, and    is   respectfully  solicited.     The   tunnelling  of  Harford 
run,  as  directed  by  Resolution   No.  S9,  has  been  put  under  contract. 
The  liabilities  oi    the  City,  for  repairs  of  Bewers,  highways   and 
bridges,  paved  and   unpaved   streets,  have   necessarily  exceeded   the 
amounts  of  the  respective  appropriations  for  these  purposes.     The 
unusually  heavy  freshets  during  the  past  year  have   mainly  contri- 
buted to  these  results;  the  damage  to  sewers  in  particular,  being, 
in  some  cases,  very  serious.     From  the  bursting  of  these  sewers,, 
during  the  freshets,  and  the  consequent  tearing  up  of  the  gutters 
and  beds  of  paved  streets,  no  less  than  the  displacement  of  curb 
stones,  there  was  a  necessity  for  their  immediate  repair,  in  order  to 
prevent  increased  damage.     The  same  results  ensued,  with  respect 
to  unpaved  streets,  or  such  portions  of  them  as  were  most  exposed 
to  heavy  overflows  of  water.      In   connexion   with  this  subject,  I 
would  remark  that  the  culvert  recently  made  in  Centre  street,  dis- 
charges, after   heavy   rains,   such    an    immense  quantity  of  surface 
water  that  the  stream  of  Jones'  Falls  is  forced  out  of  its  usual  chan- 
nel.    It  has  already  made  a  sand-bank  across  three-fourths  of  the 
width  of  the  Falls,  at  the  place  of  its  discharge,  thus  operating  as  a 
great  nuisance,  by  increasing  the  quantity  of  sand  and  rubbish  which 
have  always  accumulated   injuriously  at   the   bend  of  the   Falls  at 
Centre  street.      Independent  of  the  ill  effects  now  produced  by  the 
discharge  of  water  from  this  culvert,  you  will  find,  by  reference  to 
an  ordinance  of  the  Council,  bearing  date  August  1,  1S37,  that  the 
City  Commissioners  were  directed   to  alter  the  line  of  the  Falls  in 
conformity  with   the  lines  established   by   the  City  Commissioners 
and  Port-Wardens,  acting  as  a   board   for  that   purpose.      The  esta- 
blishment of  these  lines  would  remove  entirely  the  bend  in  the  Falls 
at  Centre  street,  and   give  a  free  course  to  the  water,  thereby  pre- 
venting the  great  accumulation  of  sand   and   rubbish  in  the  Falls,  at 
the  angle  formed   by  Centre  street,  which   might,  during    a  floo  , 
such  as  that  of  1S37,  cause  a  great  destruction  of  property.     Your 
attention    is   respectfully   directed    to    the    City's    indebtedness    for 
lira  of  pumps  —  the  annual  appropriation  for  these  repairs,  dining 
Rthe  last  two  years,  being  each  year  less  by  one  thousand  dollars  than 
i  for  precedii  _  i       s,  notwithstanding  the  neeessil)  for  increased  ex- 
Ipenditures,  arising  from  the  rapid   growth  of  our  city  and  'he  con- 
I Sequent  erection  of  new  pumps.      During  tin;   year    1840,  lorty-two 
I  Dew  pumps  were  constructed  by  the  city's  authority,  and   their  cost 
iassessed  to,  and   paid  by,  the  owners   of  property    in    their  vicinity. 
[Iln    1850,   twenty-seven   were   erected;    so    that  tluring    those   two

years  the  number  of  pumps  had  been  augmented  69,  without  taking 
into  account  those  constructed  and  paid  for  by  private  individuals, 
and  ceded  to  and  accepted  by  the  city.     At  least  one-sixth  of  the 
whole  number  of  pumps  now  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  may  be 
estimated  as  having  been  constructed  within  the  last  four  years: 
and  yet,  the  annual  appropriations,  for  the  past  two  years,  have 
been  considerably  diminished.     To  cease  making  repairs,  so  soon 
as  the  appropriation  for  that  purpose  became  exhausted,  would  sub- 
ject a   large   number  of  our  citizens  to   much   inconvenience  and 
annoyance,  and  expose  their  property  to  great  danger  and  risk  in 
case  of  fire.     I  have,  therefore,  been  compelled  to  make  these  re- 
pairs, as  my  predecessors  in  office  have  done,  irrespective  of  the 
limited  appropriations.     I  have,  nevertheless,  maintained  the  strict- 
est economy  that  I  could  consistent  with  the  comfort  of  our  citizens. 
In  consequence  of  this  deficiency,  the  pump-makers  employed  in 
these  repairs,  have  been  compelled   to  submit  to   serious  loss,  by  j 
being  obliged  either  to  await  the  succeeding  annual  appropriations   i 
or  sell  their  bills  at  a  doubtless  heavy  discount.     The  extra  appro- 
priation of  $4883,  made  for  this  purpose  by  Resolution  No.  20,  of 
1851,  having  been  less  by  $601  46  than  the  amount  of  the  city's  I 
entire  indebtedness  on  the  first  of  January,  1851,  is  a  convincing 
proof  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  usual  annual  appropriation  for  these 
objects.     I  therefore  trust  that  some  plan  will  be  devised  by  your 
honorable  bod}7,  whereby  past  debts  shall  be  paid,  and  future  una- 
voidable expenditures  shall    be    sufficiently  provided  for.     In  my 
report  of  January  1,  1852,  I  gave  a  detailed  statement  of  the  liabili- 
ties of  the  corporation  for  repairs  of  paved  streets,  and  for  paving 
and  re-paving  cross  streets.     What  has  here  been  remarked  respect- 
ing the  insufficiency  of  the  appropriations  for  repairs  of  pumps,  will 
apply  with  the  same  pertinency  to  these  objects.     No  one  uncon- 
nected with  the  administration  of  our  city  government,  can  form 
an  adequate  idea  of  the  number  of  new  streets  which  are  annually 
paved.     One  contract  alone,  made  by  this  department  during  the 
past  year,  embraces  the  grading  and  paving  of  Fort  avenue  from 
Fort  McHenry  to  Webster  street;  a  distance  of  6394  feet  in  length 
and  SO  feet  in  breadth.     The  same  avenue  extending  from  Webster 
street  westwardly  to  William  street,  has  also  been  contracted  to  be 
paved.     These  two  contracts  may  enable  you  to  form  a  correct  esti- 
mate of  what  will  be  the  liability  of  the  city  for  paving  the  street* 
intersecting  this  avenue,  as  well  as  the  cross  streets  paved  by  the 
city,  under  the  various  contracts,  made  during  the  past  year,  for 
paving,  grading  and  re-paving.     I  have  already  alluded  to  the  heavy 
outlays  required  for  repairs  of  paved  streets  during  the  last  year. 
The  tax  levied  for  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges  has  not  been 
adequate  to  the  expenditures  directed  to  be  made  by  your  honorable 
body.     An  increased  tax  will  be  necessarily  required.     I  respect- 
fully solicit  an  increased  appropriation  for  repairs  of  paved  streets, 
repairs  of  sewers,  and  for  paving  and  re-paving  cross  streets.     The 
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fl;iii  ami  steppi ii jj;  stones,  ordered  by  the  various  resolutions  of  last 
Tear,  have  been  placed  at  the  points  therein  designated.  Resolu- 
tions Noa.  8,  36,  50,  53,  63,  73,  84,85,87,89,  96,  98,  103,  107, 
119,  117,  120,  121,  144,  L46,  152,  153,  154,  160,  182,  183;  as  well 
as  Resolutions  Nos.  1,  3  and  4,  passed  at  the  extra  session  of  Octo- 
ber, 1852,  have  been  severally  carried  into  effect.

The  undersigned  are  much  gratified  in  presenting  to  your  honora- 
ble body,  a  report  which  manifests  so  favorable  an  improvement  in  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Institution  submitted  to  their  charge.  Al- 
though the  accompanying  tables  show  an  average  increase  of  paupers 
of  thirty -nine  per  month,  beyond  the  number  of  the  previous  year,  they 
also  show  a  diminution  in  the  expense. 

The  undersigned  are  happy  to  have  it  in  their  power  to  ascribe  this 
improved  condition,  in  part,  to  the  increased  productiveness  and  care- 
ful and  commendable  management  of  the  farm.  Mr.  Whisler  has 
not  only  kept  everything  appertaing  to  it  in  a  state  of  excellent  repair, 
but  has  secured,  by  the  highly  efficient  discharge  of  his  duty,  a  net 
revenue  after  supplying  the  Institution. 

The  undersigned  feel  it  incumbent  upon  them,  again  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  your  honorable  body,  to  the  system  by  which  the  city  and  county 
gives  their  contributions  to  the  necessities  of  the  Institution.  Special 
levies  are  made  for  the  specific  purposes  of  the  Aims-House,  and  the 
board  must  wait  until  these  are  collected,  or  borrow  such  money  as 
may  be  and  is  required  in  the  ordinary  course  of  things. 

The  undersigned  have  been  seriously  inconvenienced  during  the 
past  year,  by  the  inability  to  obtain  the  money  upon  levies  made  to 
meet  expenses  which  were  pressing  for  payment  before  these  levies 
could  be  collected,  and  they  have  been  obliged  to  go  into  the  market 
and  effect  such  loans  as  were  necessary,  upon  the  credit  of  the  Insti- 
ution.  How  far  they  had  any  right  to  pledge  that  credit,  and  how  far 
in  transcending  their  authority  they  incurred  individual  responsibility, 
is  a  question  which,  although  it  will  not  arise  now}  may  hereafter, 
to  the  embarrassment  of  some  of  their  successors,  and  possibly  to  the 
serious  inconvenience  of  the  city  and  county.  The  necessities  of  the  case 
required  the  undersigned  to  pursue  the  course  they  did,  but  they  are 
by  no  means  certain  that  it  was  fairly  within  the  scope  of  their  official 
authority,  and  if  it  was  within  their  authority,  it  is  a  power  certainly 
liable  to  unfortunate  abuse,  entirely  useless  under  efficient  laws,  and 
only  needed  when  those  laws  enacted  for  bestowing  the  benevolence 
of  the  city  fail  to  accomplish  their  purpose.  In  making  the  levies, 
particular  expenses  are  contemplated  and  designed  to  be  met,  but  the 
money  is  seldom  realised  until  the  period  of  its  urgent  demand  has 
passed,  and  that  demand  been  satisfied  by  such  means  as  the  trustees 
could  devise  During  this  time,  while  interest  is  accumulating  upon 
the  loans  they  contract,  it  is  probable  that  there  is  frequently  lying  in 
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the   treasury,  (idle    and   unproduct.  re  than  required    for  their

Influenced  by  these  considerations  end  by  every  view  of  the  sub* 

jeot  which  has  presented  itself  to  the  undersigned,  they  fell  compelled 

in  their  last  annual   report  i"  to  youi  honorable   body,  the 

substitution  of  appropriations  for  theee  special  levies,  and  they  beg 

again  to  I  the  matter  may  be  considered  by  you. 

The  undersigned  had  contemplated  making  such  improvements  as 

they  deemed  absolutely  required,  for  the  proper  accommodation  and

During  the  past  year  the  undersigned  concluded,  (so  imperative  was 
the  demand  for  pome  improvement  in  the  premises)  that  it  became 
their  duty  to  make  it.  and  leave  to  the  subsequent  action  of  the  pro- 
per authorities,  a  more  equitable  adjustment  of  the  liability  of  the 
re-peni\e  owners  than  could  be  had  under  the  existing  laws.  The 
appointment  of  a  committee  by  the  Legislature,  to  make  a  division 
of  the  property,  induced  them  to  defer  the  execution  of  their  purposes, 
hoping  that,  under  the  auspices  ot'  tin-  committee,  a  severance  of  the 
interest  of  the  city  and  county  would  be  effected.  It  is  understood 
that  their  report  will  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature  for  ratification  at 
its  present  session.  Should,  however,  any  impediment  arise  to  defer 
the  present  contemplated  separation  of  the  joint  interest,  some  provi- 
sion must  be  made  to  enable  the  trustees  (upon  an  equitable  basis)  to 
make  such  improvements  as  are  actually  necessary;  otherwise,  the 
great  object  for  which  the  Institution  was  intended,  will  be  frustrated.

Port  Warden's  Office, 

Baltimore,  January  1st,  1S53. 

To  the  Honorable 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gkntlemkn: 

The  Port  Warden  in  obedience  to  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  March  8th,  ISoO,  to  preserve 
the  navigation  of  the  Harbor  and  prescribing  his  duties,  respectfully 
submits  the  following  report  of  his  proceedings  for  the  past  year,  in 
connexion  with  the  harbor. 

The  machines  were  put  in  operation  about  the  middle  of  March, 
and  were  kept  in  constant  employment  in  deepening  and  improving 
the  harbor  and  private  wharves,  until  the  middle  of  December,  when 
they  were  brought  in  and  laid  up  for  the  winter. 

It  gives  him  great  pleasure  to  inform  the  Honorable  Council,  that 
the  depth  of  water  maintained  in  the  harbor  is  as  good  as  it  has  been 
at  any  time  for  many  years,  with  the  exception  of  the  mouth  of  the 
Palls.  In  consequence  of  several  very  high  freshets,  the  great  quan- 
tity of  sediment  washed  down  with  every  heavy  rain,  he  has  been 
prevented  from  maintaining  the  same  depth  of  water  that  was  there 
ear. 

The  steam  dredging  machine  was  put  on  the  dock  last  Feb- 

ruary, and  was  thoroughly  repaired. 

Two  of  the  two-horse  digging  machines,  in  consequence  *>(  thru 
ed  condition,  were  hauled  up  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  re- 
built, and  are  now  equal  to  new  machines.  The  one-hoi 
machine  has  also  been  re-built  Since  laying  up  the  machines,  the 
other  two-hone  digging  machine  has  been  hauled  up  to  be  repaired, 
which  will  be  completed  during  the  course  of  the  winter. 

The  old  discharging  machine  has  been  repaired,  which  will  make.

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The  whole  of  the  machines  and  machinery  will  be  in  complete 
order  for  operation  in  the  ensuing-  year. 

The  wharf  at  Canton,  where  the  city  has  been  depositing  the  sedi- 
ment for  the  last  two  }rears,  will  hold  all  the  sediment  for  two  or  three 
years  to  come. 

There  has  been  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  Register,  for  work 
done  by  the  dredging  machines,  in  deepening-  private  docks,  the  sum 
of  .s3,796  37,  as  will  appear  in  the  abstract  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures for  the  past  year,  marked  B.

Gentlemen: 

In  obedience  to  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
d  at  December  session,  1831,  chapter  58,  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  Baltimore  City  and  County  Jail  present  their  annual  report.

W»-  herewith  hand  you  a  statistical  table,  marked  B,  which  shows 

the  number  of  prisoners  committed,  and  the  offencei  with  which  they 

are  charged.     Also  a  table  marked  C,  which  shows  the  monthly  or 

daily  average  number  of  prisoners  in  jail  each  morning;  likewise  a 
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table  marked  D,  which  shows  the  number  of  prisoners?  committed; 
how  they  were  discharged,  and  how  many  remained  in  jail. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  A,  that  the  receipts  have  been  con- 
siderably less  for  the  past  year  than  for  some  years  past,  which  has 
been  owing  to  the  humane  provisions  of  the  new  constitution;  and 
that  there  will  necessarily  have  to  be  a  larger  appropriation  for  the 
expenses  of  the  jail  for  the  ensuing  year.  We  therefore  ask  for  an 
appropriation  of  six  thousand  dollars. 

The  strictest  economy  has  been  had  in  view  in  all  the  expenses  of 
the  jail,  without  forgetting  the  wants  of  the  prisoners;  every  thing 
has  been  done  to  make  them  as  comfortable  as  could  be  under  the 
circumstances  in  which  they  are  placed. 

The  Board  would  respectfully  state  that,  after  another  years  expe- 
rience, they  are  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  utter  unfitness  of  the 
present  jail  as  a  place  of  confinement  for  offenders  or  supposed  offend- 
ers against  the  laws.  For  any  one  acquainted  with  the  present  system 
must  admit  that  it  is  debasing  and  demoralizing  in  its  tendency,  and 
under  such  a  system  there  is  scarcely  a  probability  of  ever  accomplish- 
ing any  good.  But  on  the  contrary,  the  criminal,  by  coming  in  con- 
tact with  the  criminal,  becomes  hardened;  and  the  less  criminal  and 
those  who  may  be  innocently  confined,  by  coming  in  contact  with 
such  association,  become  corrupt  and  degraded,  and  fully  qualified 
to  enter  into  any  of  the  schemes  of  the  vile  and  vicious.  With  but 
twelve  or  fourteen  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of,  at  times,  upwards 
of  140  prisoners,  it  is  impossible  to  classify  or  so  arrange  them  by 
which  this  intercourse  may  be  prevented;  for  with  the  small  number 
of  rooms  there  must  necessarily  be  a  large  number  in  each  room,  and 
of  different  grades  of  crime — and  thus  the  young  and  the  old  are 
thrown  together  and  they  partake  of  the  influence  around  them. 
Do  not  these  facts  make  a  strong  appeal  to  the  Christian  and  Phi- 
lanthropist in  favor  of  those  who  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  brought 
by  confinement,  into  worse  associations  than  when  at  large.  How 
many  a  father  and  mother's  heart  has  been  made  to  bleed  on  account 
of  the  transgression  of  their  sons,  whose  earliest  lesson  of  vice,  if  not 
learned  in  prison,  has  there  been  strengthened. 

Is  it  surprising  that  crime  is  on  the  increase  when  there  is  an  insti- 
tution in  our  midst  sending  annually  into  our  community  hundreds, 
by  far  better  skilled  in  the  arts  of  wickedness  than  when  they  entered. 

We  think  that  the  community  demand  that  something  should  be 
done  to  prevent  the  spread  of  crime,  and  the  rights  of  the  prisoner 
demand  that  he  should  not  be  put  in  a  place  where  he  is  likely  to  be 
made  worse.  And  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  separate  confine 
ment  of  each  prisoner  is  the  only  system  by  which  this  contamination 
may  be  avoided,  and  the  prisoner  benefitted  in  the  use  of  proper  in 
struction  and  suitable  books. 

The  probability  is  that  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  proper 
authorities,  on  the  part  of  the  city  and  county,  have,  or  will  soon  con 
summate  their  labors  in  reference  to  a  separation  of  the  joint  interest! 
of  the  parties  in  the  jail  property,  and  the  city  will  have  her  own  pri- 
son.    It  js  hoped  that  all  the  necessary  arrangements  will  be  mad 
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without  delay  lor  the  erection  of  a  prison  suited  t<>  the  times  and  the 
increased  population  of  Baltimore,  thai  it  no  longer  shall  be  said  that 
the  enterprise  and  advancement  of  the  age  has  n<  »t  been  enhanced)  at 
far  as  Baltimore  is  cone  in  the  improvement  of  her  jail. 

There  has  been  committed  during  the  past  year  2,031  prisoners,  l 
dail\  average  of  lun  6-12j  and  by  reference  to  table  I ),  it  will  be  seen 
thai  there  was  remaining  in  jail  on  26th  November  L23,alarge  nunv 
si  whom  have  been  awaiting  trial,  some  as  long  as  t\\  elve  months, 
and  others  from  five  to  ten  months.  There  has  also  been  a  much 
larger  number  of  boys  committed  during  the  pari  year  than  the  pre- 
vious. There  ia  a  number  of  hoys  in  jail  at  present  awaiting  trial, 
hut  when  tried  and  convicted  arc  sen!  hack  to  jail  to  wait  an  opportu- 
nity to  be  bound  out,  as  there  is  a  law  of  the  State,  and  a  very  just 
one,  prohibiting  the  confinement  of  boys,  under  fifteen  years  of  age, 
in  the  penitentiary.  It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  more  than  one-half 
of  the  prisoners  confined  in  jail  are  under  twenty-two  years  of  age; 
and  those  confined  for  the  crime  of  murder,  two  of  them  are  from 
seventeen  to  nineteen  years  of  age — and  from  what  we  can  learn  the 
most  of  those  have  been  committed  repeatedly  for  minor  offences. 
May  we  not  lean-  that  the  incentive  to  crime  has  heen  mainly  attri- 
buted to  the  instruction  received  in  jail  Those  who  are  so  unfortu- 
nate as  to  be  sent  to  prison  should  not  be  considered  as  outcast,  but 
ever.  >uld  be  made  to  restore  them  to  their  friends  and  society; 

they  arc  our  fellow  beings  and  entitled  to  the  interest  and  care  of  every 
lover  of  good  order  and  morals. 

\\  e  are  more  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  a  House  of 
Refuge  for  the  youthful  offender,  and  would  respectfully  call  your 
attention  again  to  the  importance  of  assisting  to  an  early  completion 
the  building  now  being  erected,  that  the  evils  under  which  we  suffer 
ma\   he  remedied  as  soon  as  possible. 

'The  Hoard,  in  accordance  with   their  duty,  have  made  a  thorough 
and    patient    examination  of  the  causes   which  led  to  the  late  out- 
breaks from  the  prison.     In   the  investigation  they  find  no  cause  to 
ire  the  Warden,  Capt   Shutt.  or  any  of  his  deputies.     Without 
disparagement  to  other  keepers,  the  present  Warden's  attention  and 
care  in  ill*-  management  of  the  jail — his  entire  devotion  to  his  dunes, 
elicited  the  commendation  of  those  who  had  occasion  to  visit  the 
i  also  his  deputies  who  are  industrious  and  watchful.     With 
hie  reputation  fbl  discipline,  it  has  been  a  source  of  regret  to  the 
Board  thai  he  should  he  subject  to  the  probable  censure  with  which 
that  portion  of  the  public  who  are  unacquainted  with  him  would  natu- 
rally ascribe  to  him.     At  the  first  escape  that  took  place  there  was  but 
one  deputy  guarding  the  prison,  the  Warden  himself  and  two  depu- 
ting at  Court  with  inore  than  a  dozen   prisoners;  at   the  second 
e  the  same  deputy  was  on  duty  at  night,  he  was  promptly  sus- 
pended b)  the  Warden,  and  hie  course  was  sustained  by  the  Hoard. 

The  recent  escape  was  planned  with  so  much  secrecy  and  in  so 
hasty  B  manner  by  false  keys  made  outside  from  patterns  furnished 
by  one  of  the  prisoners,  who  is  locksmith  by  trade,  by  friends  or  rela- 
tives who  were  permitted  to  visit  them  occasionally — that  the  deputy 
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then  on  duty,  and  who  had  but  a  few  moments  before  left  the  win- 
dow of  the  room  where  they  were  confined,  had  not  the  least  intima- 
tion or  suspicion  of  their  escape  until  its  consummation.  There  has 
been  employed  in  the  prison  but  four  officers,  the  Warden  and  three 
Deputies;  at  times  two  of  the  Deputies  are  with  the  Warden  at  Courts, 
leaving  but  one  to  guard  the  prison.  The  visitors  have  been  unwill- 
ing to  increase  the  expenses  of  the  institution  until  the  recent  occur- 
rence, since  then  they  have  added  one  more  Deputy  and  a  Night 
Watch  in  the  yard.  From  the  notorious  character  of  many  of  the 
prisoners  confined  in  jail  the  Board  feel  themselves  justified  in  in- 
creasing the  force,  for  the  present,  in  order  to  the  safe  keeping  of  the 
prisoners  and  protection  of  the  community. 

In  our  usual  monthly  visits  through  the  prison  we  have  always 
found  it  in  the  very  best  condition,  cleanliness  being  seen  throughout 
the  entire  building,  which  speaks  in  the  strongest  terms  of  commen- 
dation of  the  management  of  the  Warden;  also  his  attention  to  the 
proper  ventilation  of  the  building,  to  secure  the  health  of  the  inmates, 
has  our  decided  approbation. 

From  the  report  of  the  attending  physician,  Dr.  E.  S.  Thomas,  we 
learn  that  during  the  past  year  the  prisoners  have  enjoyed  an  unusual 
degree  of  good  health,  which  may,  in  a  great  measure,  be  attributed 
to  his  prompt  attention  to  the  sick. 

Mr.  John  H  Westwood,  Clerk,  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his 
position  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Board.

At  the  suggestion 
of  the  Court,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  appointed  a  board  of  assessors  for 
each  of  said  wards  to  re  assess  them;  the  delay  caused  by  this  slate  of 
thinga  will  make  it  impossible  for  the  Court  to  make  its  return  to  the 
Comptroller  on  the  1st  of  March,  as  required  by  law — they  therefore, 
propose  to  ask  of  the  Legislature  a  supplement,  legalising  the  act  of 
the  Mayor  in  making  the  appointment  of  assessors  as  aforesaid,  and 
extending  the  time  of  making  the  return  to  the  Comptroller  until  the 
1st  of  May,  so  that  the  owners  of  the  property  in  those  wards  may 
have  an  opportunity  of  examining  the  assessment  and  of  appealing,  if 
dissatisfied. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  suggest  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
Council  to  direct  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  to  charge  the  Collector,  for 
the  year  1S53,  with  the  amount  of  the  assessment  as  ascertained  by 
the  special  Appeal  Tax  Court,  and  that  the  levy  be  thereafter  col- 
lected on  the  same.

1. — In  order  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  recover,  it  must  be  shown  by 
the  evidence  that  the  property  was  destroyed  by  a  riotous  and  tumultu- 
ous assemblage,  too  strong  to  be  resisted  without  the  aid  of  the  civil 
authority. 

2. — It  must  appear  also  that  the  city  authorities  had  reasonable 
ground  for  believing  that  such  an  assemblage,  too  strong  to  be  resisted 
without  their  aid,  had  taken  place  or  was  about  taking  place,  and  did 
not  use  reasonable  diligence  to  suppress  and  prevent  it. 

3. — And  if  it  was  destroyed  by  a  tumultuous  or  riotous  meeting, 
yet  the  Corporation  is  not  responsible,  if  diligent  inquiry  was  made, 
after  notice  that  danger  was  apprehended,  and  reasonable  precautions 
taken  by  the  authorities  to  guard  against  such  a  riotous  and  tumultu- 
ous assemblage. 

4. — Nor  are  they  answerable  if  the  injury  was  done  upon  a  sudden 
excitement,  which  the  civil  authorities  had  not  good  reason  to  appre- 
hend, or  from  the  suddenness,  had  not  time  to  prevent. 

5. — The  city  authorities  were  not  bound  to  place  officers  or  guards 
to  prevent  trespasses  and  depredations — and  are  not  liable  for  any  de- 
struction, unless  committed  by  a  riotous  and  tumultuous  assembly, 
too  strong  to  be  resisted  without  the  aid  of  the  civil  authority,  and 
which  tumultuous  assembly  the  civil  authorities  had  reasonable 
ground  to  believe  would  take  place  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the 
property. 

Note. — Some  evidence  was  offered  to  prove  the  property  was  so 
dilapidated  that  it  was  a  nuisance,  and  dangerous  to  enter.  As  no 
point  was  made  on  this  evidence,  it  was  not  noticed  in  the  opinion. 
But  the  Court  were  clearly  of  opinion,  that  if  it  was  a  nuisance  it 
was  no  defence  to  this  action.  It  could  not  be  lawfully  abated  by  a 
riotous  and  tumultuous  assemblage.

By  an  art  passed  by  the  Genera]  Assembly  of  [Maryland,  at  De- 
eember  session,  1852,  chapter  357,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  valuation  ami  >r\  erance  of  the  ownership  of  property  now  held 
jointly  l»y  the  City  and  County  of  Baltimore,  it  tvas  provided,  that 
"three  Commissioners  on  tli<-  part  of  the  County,  and  three  by  the 
or  and  < 'ity  ( 'ouncil  of  Baltimore,  whose  duty  it  shall  !><>  to  esti- 
mate the  present  actual  value  of  ihe entire  property,  of  every  descrip-

Under  the  authority  of  the  above  enactment  of  the  Legislature, 
Thomas  B.  Cockey,  Joshua  Hutchins  and  Joab  Bernard,  were  ap- 
pointed Commissioners  on  the  part  of  Baltimore  County,  and  Chris- 
tian Keener,  Nathan  T.  Dushane  and  Fielding  Lucas,  Jr.,  on  the 
part  of  the  City  of  Baltimore;  all  of  whom  being  duly  qualified  accord- 
ing to  law,  as  will  appear  by  the  commissions  and  endorsements 
thereon,  proceeded  to  perform  the  duties  assigned  thorn,  and  on  the

House  of  Baltimore,  with  a  new  to  determine  its  value. 

We  find  it  to  he  well  and  substantially  built;  about  two-thirds  being 
in  cellar  and  first  story  arched  lire  proof. 
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The  walls  are  generally  twenty-six  inches  thick;  the  amount  of  cut 
stone  work  is  considerable,  the  roof  costly,  and  the  interior  finish 
more  complete  even  than  necessary. 

Assuming  as  a  basis  of  valuation  the  cubic  content  of  the  building, 
we  have  instituted  a  comparison  with  other  public  buildings,  of 
which  we  know  the  construction  and  cost,  such  as  in  Washington, 
the  Treasury  building,  which  cost  per  cubic  foot  thirty -three  cents; 
the  Patent  office,  thirty  cents;  and  in  Baltimore,  the  office  building  of 
the  Calvert  Station  costing  seventeen  cents. 

Our  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  Court  House,  founded  on  this 
comparison  and  deduced  from  measurement,  is  eighty-four  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  sixty  dollars,  (,§84,9G0,)  assuming  it  to  be  worth 
twenty  cents  per  cubic  foot  for  such  portions  as  come  within  the 
comparison.

The  above  named  gentlemen  having  been  convened  by  the  Mayor 
on  the  third  day  of*  February,  organised  the  Board  by  the  re-elec- 
tion of  Dr.  John  F.  Monmonier,  as  President,  Rev.  J.  N.  McJil- 
ton,  as  Treasurer,  and  John  W.  Tilyard,  as  Clerk. 

Messrs.  Wm.  D.  Roberts  of  the  sixth  ward,  and  Wm.  C.  Car- 
penter of  the  fifteenth  ward,  having  resigned,  Mr.  John  F.  Plum- 
mer  and  Dr.  Chas.  A.  Leas  were  elected  by  the  City  Council  to 
fill  their  respective  places.  Mr.  Henry  Beamer  of  the  twelfth 
ward,  and  Mr.  John  Wilson  of  the  tenth  ward,  having  resigned 
during  the  recess  of  the  City  Council,  the  vacancies  were  respec- 
tively filled  by  the  election,  by  the  Board,  of  Messrs.  Beale  H. 
Richardson  and  Wm.  A.  Taleott. 

The  Board  entered  upon  its  duties  with  a  full  consciousness  of 
the  importance  of  the  interest  confided  to  its  care,  and  with  a  proper 
estimate  of  the  responsibilities  resting  upon  those  who  have  the 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  Education  of  youth. 

In  consequence  of  the  frequent  applications  for  new  Schools,  thir- 
teen Primary-Schools,  4  Males  and  9  Females,  have  been  established 
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daring  the  year,  for  the  extension  of  the  facilities  of  Education  in 
sucli  parts  of  the  city  as  accommodations  could  he  procured. 

The  building  at  the  corner  of  Gough  and  Wolf  streets,  baring 
been  completed  and  provided  with  suitable  furniture,  Male  and  Fe- 
male Primary  Schools  No.  1,  for  which  it  was  designed,  were 
opened  in  it  in  the  month  of  March.  The  house  in  Stiles  street, 
intended  for  the  accommodation  of  Male  and  Female  Primary 
Schools  No.  2,  haying  also  heen  completed  and  furnished,  those 
Schools  were  removed  to  their  respective  apartments  in  May  last. 
Miss  Anna  M.  Osbourn  has  charge  of  the  Male  Department  of  Pri- 
mary No.  1,  and  Miss  Mary  J.  Dougherty  of  the  Female  Depart- 
ment. Miss  Mary  Slicer  18  the  Principal  of  the  Male  Department 
of  Primary  No.  2,  and  Mrs.  \nn  Jane  Groscup,  Principal  of  the 
Female  Department.  Female  Primary  No.  G,  on  Canton  avenue, 
was  organised  in  March,  and  Miss  Agnes  P.  Tolson  elected  Princi- 
pal. A  Female  Primary  School,  No.  13,  has  heen  opened  in  South 
Charles  street,  near  Balderston  street,  and  placed  under  the  care  of 
Miss  Esther  Wheeler.  Female  Primary  No.  14,  was  opened  in  the 
School  room  attached  to  St.  Stephen's  Church  in  Lee  street,  be- 
tween Sharp  and  Hanover  streets,  and  Miss  E.  E.  Timmons  ap- 
pointed Principal.  Female  Primary  No.  15,  is  located  in  South 
Light  street  in  the  basement  of  Well's  Chapel,  and  is  under  the  care 
of  Miss  Eliza  Bryan  as  Principal.  Female  Primary  No.  16,  was 
established  in  Canal  street,  north  of  Orleans  street,  and  placed  in 
charge  of  Miss  Anna  Edwards.  Female  Primary  No.  17,  was 
opened  in  East  Madison  street,  near  Broadway,  and  Miss  M.  A. 
Keilley  elected  Principal.  Female  Primary  No.  18,  on  West  Bal- 
timore street,  near  Oregon  street,  under  charge  of  Miss  H.  C. 
Adams;  Female  Primary  No.  19,  in  the  basement  of  the  Seamen's 
Bethel,  corner  of  Alice  Anna  and  Bethel  streets,  under  the  care  of 
Miss  II  len  Wardenburg  ;  Female  Primary  No.  20,  in  Constitution 
street,  south  of  Monument,  Miss  Mary  Hanna,  Principal ;  Primary 
No.  21,  at  Locust  Point,  for  hoys  and  girls,  in  charge  of  Mr.  Elias 
II.  Comegys  as  Principal  ;  Female  Primary  No.  22,  in  Columbia 
street,  Miss  Mary  Beard  Principal;  this  school  is  not  yet  organized. 
A  Male  Primary  School  No.  3,  has  been  organized  in  the  basement 
story  of  Male  Grammar  School  No.  1.  at  the  corner  of  Green  and 
Fayette  street,  under  the  charge  of  Miss  A.  M.  C.  Buck,  and  also 
Male  Primary  No.  4,  in  the  basement  of  the  Bethel  Church  on  Lee 
near  Light  street,  and  Mr.  George  Scott  placed  temporally  in  charge 
of  it. 

The  handsome  structure  on  Aisquith  street,  designed   for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  Eastern  Female  High  School,  having  heen  com- 
ted,  the  School  was  removed    to    it   at  the  opening  of  the  session 
in  September.     A  full  description  of  the  adrai  1  accommo- 

dations of   this    building  for  School    purposes  having    heen  given  in 
the  last  annual  report,  it  is  unnecessary  to  detail  them  again. 
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It  is  truly  mortifying  to  the  Board  to  have  to  announce  the  oc- 
currence of  difficulties  with  Mr.  Josephus  S.  Rous,  the  contractor  for 
the  erection  of  this  building.  Notwithstanding  all  the  caution  and 
watchfulness  exercised  in  making  and  carrying  out  the  contract 
with  the  builder,  the  sum  of  £5, 531. 09  remains  unpaid  by  him  for 
work  done  and  materials  furnished,  as  is  asserted,  in  the  completion 
of  the  work,  and  for  which  notices  of  liens  against  the  house  have 
been  given  by  the  several  creditors.  Mr.  Rous  himself,  makes  a 
claim  in  the  sum  of  $3,471.65  above  his  contract,  and  which  is  not 
embraced  in  the  amount  named  above,  and  for  which  he  has  also 
given  notice  of  lien.  His  claim  is  made  under  the  plea  of  violation  of 
contract  by  the  Board,  in  directing  extra  work  to  be  done  ;  such,  how- 
ever, is  not  the  fact.  The  terms  of  the  contract  permit  alterations 
in  the  plan  of  the  building  upon  certain  conditions,  which  have  not 
been  violated  by  the  Board  in  the  single  alteration  that  was  ordered. 
It  will  be  well  to  remark,  that  his  securities  are  perfectly  sound  men, 
and  that  54,691.79  of  the  claim  is  made  by  themselves  for  materi- 
als furnished.  There  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board,  about  $2,000,  due  upon  the  contract.  The  course  of  Mr. 
Rous  is  somewhat  singular  in  this  matter.  He  never,  during  the 
performance  of  the  work,  indicated  to  the  Board,  that  he  was  doing 
anything  extra  or  above  the  contract,  nor  was  any  complaint  what- 
ever made  until  the  completion  of  the  building.  Then  he  appeared 
before  the  Board,  stating  that  he  made  a  serious  loss,  and  asked  for 
its  assistance  before  the  City  Council  in  obtaining  relief,  declaring 
emphatically  at  the  same  time,  that  he  had  no  legal  claim  beyond 
the  amount  named  in  the  contract.  Should  his  suit  fail,  and  those 
also  of  his  securities,  in  consequence  of  the  requirements  of  the  con- 
tract, which  provide  for  the  delivery  of  the  premises  clear  of  all 
liens  and  encumbrances  whatever,  which  we  are  pretty  confident 
will  be  the  case,  the  amount  of  money  in  the  possession  of  the  Board 
will  be  amply  sufficient  to  pay  all  legal  indebtedness.  It  appears  to 
be  the  design  of  Mr.  Rous  to  obtain  a  settlement  of  this  affair  by  a 
measurement  of  the  building,  which  would  swell  the  cost  consider- 
ably above  the  contract,  and  thus  pay  him  a  handsome  sum  for  hi3 
undertaking.  Much  more  might  be  said  in  reference  to  this  subject, 
but  we  will  be  content  with  giving  a  statement  of  the  facts. 

Agreeably  to  Resolutions  Nos.  113  and  156,  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  City  Council,  Male  Grammar  Schools  Nos.  5  and  11 
have  been  improved  by  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  to  be  used 
as  Recitation  Rooms. 

By  authority  granted  in  Ordinance  No.  32,  approved  May  24, 
1852,  a  very  convenient  and  suitable  building  has  been  erected  on 
the  lot  belonging  to  the  City  on  the  Canton  Company's  grounds  for 
the  sum  of  $2,992.  This  house  is  intended  for  the  use  of  School 
No.  7,  located  in  that  section  of  the  City,  and  will  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy in  a  few  days,  when  the  School  will  be  removed  to  it.     It 
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is  two  stories  in  height,  bavins;  three  rooms  in  each  story,  which 
will  he  properly  disposed  of  as  study  and  recitation  rooms.  Mr.  T. 
Carey  was  the  builder. 

Agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  Resolution  No.  17;">.  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  the  City  Council)  the  Hoard  leased,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  City  Council,  a  lot  on  Barre  street,  west  of  Eutaw,  <>n 
which  to  erect  a  Sehool  Housed  The  annual  rent  paid  for  this  lot  is 
»,  being  890  more  than  the  rent  of  the  lot  for  which  the  ex- 
char  nsde.  The  contemplated  improvements  of  the  Haiti- 
more  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  in  that  section  of  the  City  hav- 
ing caused  property  to  increase  in  value.  We  respectfully  ask  the 
City  Council  to  sanction  this  act. 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Resolutions  Nos.  132  and 
1G(),  also  of  the  last  annual  session  of  the  City  Council,  the  Hoard 
has  paid  the  claimants  against  the  City  for  the  erection  of  Primary 
School  No.  1,  who  had  liened  in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the 
builder  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  the  bond  of 
his  securities  has   been   placed  in  the  hands  of  an  Attorney  for  suit. 

By  Resolution  No.  70,  the  Commissioners  were  authorized  to  fur- 
nish the  Eastern  Female  High  School  with  suitable  furniture,  and 
the  sum  of  81,600  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  Of  that  amount, 
Sl.145.4S  have  been  expended  in  fitting  up  the  study  and  recita- 
tion rooms.  The  hall  has  not  yet  been  furnished,  but  it  is  supposed 
that  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  will  be  sufficient  for  that  pur- 
pose. No  provision  having  been  made  by  the  Council  for  any  ap- 
paratus for  warming  the  building,  the  Board  was  compelled  to  incur 
a  debt  for  the  necessary  furnaces  to  the  amount  of  $325. 

During  the  year,  the  Hoard  has  had  the  satisfaction  of  witnessing 
the  beneficial  results  flowing  from  the  improvements  entered  upon 
the  previous  year,  by  which  the  School  System  has  been  elevated  in 
its  character  and  extended  in  its  application.  Primary  Schools  are 
eagerly  sought  after,  and  promise  to  accomplish  very  beneficial  re- 
sults under  proper  management.  They  are  the  foundations,  the 
very  corner-stones  of  tint  intellectual  edifice.  In  the  early  years  of 
childhood,  the  mind  is  inquisitive,  very  sensitive,  and  highly  sus- 
ceptible of  receiving  impressions,  therefore  the  duty  of  training  it 
becomes  one  of  an  extremely  delicate  nature.  If  this  duty  be  well 
and  properly  performed,  a  vast  amount  of  elementary  information 
will  be  collected  for  future  use  in  the  Schools  of  higher  grade,  and 
a  solid  basis  will  be  furnished  for  the  acquirement  of  knowledge  to 
be  wielded  in  any  situation  of  life.  It  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Com- 
missioners to  introduce  into  this  department  of  our  Public  Schools, 
such  methods  of  instruction  as  will  not  only  elevate  anil  benefit 
them,  but  will  also  make  the  Grammar  Schools  which  they  supply, 
decidedly  better.  It  is  also  expected  that  these  latter  Schools  will 
be  greatly  henefitted  by  the  new  regulations,  by  which  a  greater 
range  is  taken  in  the  examination  of  candidates   for  admission    into 
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the  High  Schools,  both  Male  and  Female.  The  High  Schools  them- 
selves, in  like  manner,  will  feel  the  beneficial  influence  of  this  ex- 
tended course  of  examination.  The  great  importance  of  the  studies 
pursued  in  these  Schools,  requires  that  the  pupils  should  be  well 
grounded  in  the  branches  taught  in  the  lower  Schools,  which  here- 
tofore we  fear  has  not  received  sufficient  attention.  The  efficiency 
of  the  High  Schools  has  been  very  much  increased  by  the  re-organ- 
ization of  these  institutions,  which  took  place  last  year,  and  which 
was  alluded  to  at  length  in  the  last  Annual  Report.  They  are  now 
in  a  much  more  healthy  condition  than  at  any  former  period  of  their 
existence,  and  will,  we  are  sure,  steadily  advance  in  reputation  for 
usefulness  and  efficiency.  For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  present 
condition  and  the  operations  of  these  Institutions  for  the  past  year, 
you  are  referred  to  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  respective  Principals, 
accompanying  this  Report. 

The  Second  Annual  Commencement  of  the  Central  High  School, 
for  conferring  the  honors  of  the  Institution  on  such  students  as  had 
completed  their  studies,  was  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  August, 
when  Ludowick  Morgan,  Henry  Griffin,  Wm.  Sloan,  John  M. 
Stewart,  John  J.  Cook,  Robt.  B.  Griffin,  Joseph  M.  Cook,  Wm.  T. 
Smith,  Charles  Francis,  Wm.  Schoolfield  and  (Jharles  Miles  received 
appropriate  testimonials.  John  H.  13.  Latrobe,  Esq.,  delivered 
the  annual  address.  The  occasion  was  honored  by  a  numerous  and 
highly  respectable  auditory,  who  gave  many  marks  of  approbation. 
Table  C,  contain  the  names  of  the  students  who  distinguished  them- 
selves in  their  several  classes  during  the  scholastic  year. 

Two  young  ladies,  Miss.  Margaret  Lehrs  and  Miss  Mary  Bull, 
members  of  the  Eastern  Female  High  School,  having  completed 
in  a  creditable  manner,  the  course  of  Instruction  marked  out  in 
the  Schedule  of  studies,  were  awarded  certificates  to  that  effect. 
And  Miss  Jemima  Halbert  received  a  Testimonial  for  her  regular 
attendance  at  School. 

The  number  of  pupils  admitted  to  the  Central  High  School  at  the 
last  examination  was  6'7,  being  a  reduction  in  consequence  of  the 
extension  of  the  studies  of  the  Grammar  Schools  in  which  they  were 
examined.  The  number  admitted  to  the  Female  High  Schools  was 
also  very  much  lessened  through  similar  causes  ;  19  were  admitted 
to  the  Eastern,  and  44  to  the  Western  School.  The  whole  number 
of  Scholars  in  all  the  Schools  at  the  present  time,  is  9,0S1  ;  225  of 
whom  are  in  the  Central  High  School  ;  134  in  the  Eastern  and  123 
in  the  Western  High  School  ;  2,477  are  in  the  Male;  2,321  in  the 
Female  Grammar  Schools,  and  3,7S3  in  the  Primaries.  There  has 
been  an  increase  of  1,070  Pupils  since  the  last  report.  The  whole 
number  of  Pupils  who  received  instruction  in  the  Schools  during 
the  year,  was  14,739. 

Tables  A  and  D,  will  show  the  names  and  number  of  the  Pupils 
admitted  into  the  several  High  Schools  at  the  last  examination,  and 
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t lie  amount  of  work  performed  l)v  each  candidate.  Tables  H,  K  and 
F,  will  show  the  namefl  and  Dumber  of  Pupils  who  were  ill  attend- 
ance at  the  High  Schools  at  the  opening  of  the  session  in  September, 
arranged  under  their  respective  years  of  study. 

The  Schools  have  increased  in  number  since  last  year  from  3(1  to 
50.  There  are  9  High  Schools,  -l  Grammar  and  86  Primaries. 
The  number  of  Teachers  is  173;  35  Males,  138  Females;  increase 
35. 

The  resignations,  transfers  and  new  appointments  of  Teachers, 
hare  materially  changed  the  character  of  the  Schools  in  that  respect 
since  last  year.  The  most  important  is  the  appointment  of  Mr.  J. 
(>.  Cassaday,  as  Principal  of  Male  Grammar  School  No.  3,  in  place  of 
Mr.  R.  Connolly,  ami  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Joseph  Strong,  as 
teacher  of  graphics  in  the  Central  High  School,  in  place  of  Rev. 
Robert  Piggot  Table  G,  exhibits  the  names  of  the  Teachers  and 
the  Schools  to  which  they  are  attached,  with  the  number  of  Scholars 
in  each  School,  and  also  the  salaries  of  the  Teachers. 

The  Normal  Classes  which  were  commenced  last  year,  have  been 
continued  with  some  degree  of  success.  Many  of  the  members  are 
dilligent  and  faithful  in  their  attendance  upon  the  duties  of  the  class- 
es, but  others,  it  is  to  be  regretted,  do  not  seem  to  appreciate  pro- 
perly, the  opportunities  and  advantages  afforded  them  of  increasing 
their  usefulness,  and  of  sustaining  themselves  in  the  responsibilities 
they  are  about  to  assume  as  Teachers;  nor  do  they  appear  to  feel 
that  interest  in  this  very  efficient  means  of  improving  and  elevating 
the  profession  of  teaching,  which  should  animate  them. 

For  a  more  correct  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  this  department 
the  reports  of  the  Teachers  of  the  Normal  Classes  hereto  appended 
are  referred  to.  The  indisposition  to  attend  regularly  and  punctu- 
ally to  the  duties  assigned  the  members  of  these  classes,  is,  no  doubt 
to  a  very  great  degree,  attributable  to  the  circumstances  alluded  to 
in  the  reports. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  the  interests  of  Education  in  this  city 
require  the  establishment  of  a  Normal  School,  in  which  persons  not 
connected  with  our  schools,  desiring  to  become  Teachers,  may  have 
an  opportunity  of  preparing  themselves  for  that  calling.  There  are 
a  large  number  of  matronly  ladies  in  the  city,  who  would  make  most 
excellent  teachers,  particularly  for  the  class  of  scholars  who  attend 
the  Primary  Schools,  and  would  be  glad  to  prepare  themselves  for 
these  posts,  and  whom  we  cannot  employ  because  of  their  want  of 
and  experience  in  our  methods  of  instruction.  They 
would  possess  many  advantages  over  the  younger  Teachers,  whom 
are  in  the  habit  of  employing,  and  who  are  well  acquainted  with 
our  plan   of  instruction    from  having   been  educated    in  ools. 

W  e  recommend  that  further  provision  be  made  for  increasing  the  effi- 
ciency of  this  branch  of  our  educational  system,  by  establishing  a 
Normal  School  upon  a  more  liberal  plan  than  the  one  now  pursued. 
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In  addition  to  that  already  alluded  to,  your  attention  will  be  di- 
rected to  such  other  subjects  as  will  require  legislation  at  your  hands, 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  educational  wants  of  our  increased 
and  growing  population. 

Since  the  addition  of  Primary  schools  to  our  means  of  education, 
applications  are  becoming  more  frequent  from  the  extension  of  these 
elementary  classes,  therefore  the  Commissioners  consider  it  neces- 
sary to  open  several  more  schools  of  this  grade  during  the  ensuing 
year.  In  consequence  of  the  increased  expenditure  of  money  at- 
tendant upon  the  further  provision  for  diffusing  instruction,  we  name 
the  different  localities  which  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  supply 
with  schools,  although  there  is  sufficient  authority  granted  in  the 
school-laws  for  the  purpose  where  houses  are  rented  only.  It  will, 
however,  be  necessary  to  erect  houses  in  some  cases  where  no  build- 
ings can  be  procured.  Two  Primary  Schools  are  required  in  the 
Eastern  part  of  the  city,  one  in  the  North  Eastern,  near  the  intersection 
of  Canal  and  Gay  streets  ;  one  in  the  4th  ward,  near  the  intersection 
of  President  and  Fawn  streets;  one  for  the  9th  and  10th  wards ;  one 
in  the  13th  ward  ;  one  in  the  17th  ward  ;  two  in  the  18th  ward  ;  one 
West  of  Poppleton  and  North  of  Lexington  street,  which  will  par- 
tially accommodate  the  I8th  and  19th  wards;  one  for  the  20th  ward, 
between  Cathedral  street  and  Madison  Avenue  ;  in  order  to  accom- 
modate this  school,  a  new  building  will  be  necessary,  making  in  all 
eleven  Primary  Schools,  all  of  which  we  believe  may  be  held  in  rent- 
ed houses  except  that  for  the  20th  ward.  A  Grammar  School  is 
much  needed  in  the  locality  South  of  Pratt  street,  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  intersection  of  that  street  with  Albemarle  street.  The 
attention  of  the  City  Council  has  been  called  to  this  subject  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  present  session  will  not  be 
allowed  to  pass,  without  favorable  action  in  the  premises.  The  con- 
dition of  Male  Grammar  School  No.  3,  in  Aisquith  street,  also  de- 
mands consideration,  and  has  been  repeatedly  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  City  Council.  It  is  badly  lighted  and  ventilated,  and 
has  not  sufficient  yard  room  for  the  number  of  Scholars  attending  it. 
The  most  preferable  improvement  would  be  the  erection  of  a  new 
house  in  that  neighborhood,  and  the  converting  of  the  present  school 
into  a  Male  Primary,  for  which  it  could  be  arranged,  or  the  building 
might  be  sold  on  fair  terms  as  property  in  this  locality  has  increased 
in  value  very  much  since  this  house  was  built.  By  the  erection  of 
an  additional  story,  better  accommodations  could  be  provided  by 
introducing  some  improvements,  which  the  experience  of  the  Board 
in  the  matter  of  school  accommodations  could  suggest,  and  which 
cannot  be  applied  to  the  present  building. 

It  is  also  desirable  to  erect  during  the  coming  year,  a  Grammar 
School  on  the  lot  obtained  for  that  purpose  on  Barre  street.  Ar- 
rangements could  very  readily  be  made  to  accommodate  a  Primary 
School  in  the  same  building,  which  is  required  in  that  neighborhood, 
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and  in  this  way  one  of  the  Primaries  named  for  the  10th  ward  might 
be  dispensed  with.  There  is  one  thousand  dollars  in  the  hands  of 
the  City  Register,  obtained  from  the  Rail  Road  Company  as  part 
of  the  terms  of  purchase  of  the  lot  originally  designed  for  this 
School,  and  which  by  the  Resolution  of  the  City  Council  is  already 
appropriated  for  building  the  house.  We  also  ask  your  favorable 
consideration  of  this  subject. 

We  also  feel  it  a  duty  to  keep  before  your  attention  the  unfitness 
of  the  present  building  in  which  the  Central  High  School  is  kept, 
for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  operations  of  this  Institution.  There 
is  but  a  single  well  and  properly  lighted  room  in  the  entire  build- 
ing, and  the  means  of  ventilating  and  warming  it  are  inadequate  to 
the  purpose.  Up  to  the  present  time,  by  a  system  of  economy  in 
disposing  of  the  various  parts  of  the  building,  we  have  been  able  to 
accommodate  all  the  scholars  who  have  been  presented,  but  in  con- 
sequence of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  we 
shall  not  be  able  to  receive  all  the  applicants  who  in  a  very  short 
lime  will  be  presented.  Last  year  we  were  considerably  relieved 
by  an  increase  of  the  studies  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  and  adopting 
a  higher  standard  of  examination  for  admission,  but  this  cannot  avail 
long,  for  the  industry  already  manifested  in  the  preparation  of  the 
candidates,  induces  the  belief,  that  the  supply  at  the  next  examina- 
tion will  be  abundant.  Every  pupil  in  the  Grammar  Schools  looks 
forward  with  an  honest  pride  and  a  fond  and  ardent  hope  to  that 
eventful  period,  when  he  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  student  of  the  Cen- 
tral High  School  as  a  reward  for  his  perseverance  and  industry  at 
his  studies.  We  trust  that  at  the  proper  time  ample  provision  will 
be  made  to  render  efficient  in  all  its  departments,  an  Institution 
which  has  exercised  so  much  influence  in  invigorating  and  elevating 
Education  in  our  city. 

By  resolution  No.  176,  passed  at  the  last  annual  session,  the  City 
Council  approved  the  proceedings  of  the  Commissioners  in  appealing 
from  the  assessment  for  the  opening  of  Miilliken  street,  which  is  in- 
tended to  pass  along  the  south  side  of  the  Eastern  Female  High 
School.  By  this  appeal  the  said  assessment  was  set  aside  by  the  Court, 
yet  no  definite  action  has  been  taken  in  the  case.  We  again  present 
this  subject  to  your  notice,  and  request  that  a  law  may  be  passed  by 
which  this  street  will  be  closed,  and  the  School  thus  relieved  from 
annoyances  which  will  most  certainly  follow  the  opening  of  an  av- 
enue along  the  entire  length  of  the  lot,  and  depriv  ehool  of 
the  very  important  advantages  contemplated  in  th  n  of  the 
location.  For  a  detail  of  the  rd  on  this  subject,  we 
refer  to  pages  6  and   7  of  the  last  report.

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era!  amounts  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year,  and  the  esti- 
mated resources  and  expenses  of  the  schools  for  1S53.  In  the  ex- 
penditures for  the  year  will  be  found  §2,000  paid  on  the  contract 
between  the  Board  and  the  builder,  for  the  house  at  Canton,  erected 
for  the  accommodation  of  school  No.  7,  and  between  five  and  six 
thousand  dollars  on  account  of  the  Eastern  Female  High  School, 
and  Primaries  Nos.  1  and  2,  and  62,024. S4  for  recitation  rooms  at 
the  Western  Female  High  School  and  Grammar  Schools  Nos  5  and 
11.  The  whole  amount  of  expenditures  for  the  support  of  the 
Schools,  including  all  the  General  Expenses  of  the  Board,  such  as 
Advertising,  Printing,  Interest,  &c,  is  $75,308.89,  wThich  is  but 
about  $800  more  than  the  sum  presented  to  the  City  Council  with 
the  Report  of  last  year,  as  the  estimated  expenses  for  the  Schools, 
notwithstanding  the  establishment  of  13  primary  Schools.  The 
Receipts  from  the  Register  of  the  City  amount  to  $55,900.00.  The 
amount  estimated  to  be  provided  by  the  City  Council  was  $6S,260.- 
48,  to  which  the  Council  added  for  the  building  at  Canton,  furniture 
for  the  Eastern  Female  High  School,  recitation  rooms  for  Grammar 
Schools  Nos.  5  and  1 1,  $6,250.00,  making  in  all  $74,510.48.  The 
receipts  fall  short  of  that  amount  in  the  sum  of  $19,31048. 

The  financial  history  of  the  Schools  shows,  that  the  attention  of 
the  City  Council  has  for  several  successive  years  been  directed  to 
the  fact,  that  the  sums  appropriated  for  the  support  of  Public  In- 
struction, and  entered  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  in  the 
estimated  expensesof  the  City, have  not  been  received  by  the  Board, 
and  of  course  could  not  be  entered  among  the  actual  expenses. — 
The  receipts  fall  considerably  short  of  the  estimates  and  of  the  ap- 
propriations by  the  Council,  and  in  the  records  of  the  City,  in  the 
reports  of  the  officers,  in  the  newspapers,  and  of  course  in  the  public 
mind,  the  amounts  estimated  and  appropriated,  and  not  those  actual- 
ly received  are  charged  against  the  Schools.  The  idea  is  thus  cre- 
ated by  official  documents  and  entertained  by  the  public,  that  the 
cost  of  Public  Intruction  is  much  greater  than  it  really  is.  The 
amount  estimated  and  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  schools  in  1S52,  is  $74,510.48.  This  amount  appears  in 
all  the  records  and  has  been  reported  in  the  newspapers,  and  has 
all  the  force  in  the  public  mind  of  a  real  expenditure,  when  the 
actual  amount  received  is  but  $55,900.00  leaving  a  deficiency  be- 
tween the  appropriation  and  receipts  of  $19,310.48.  Add  this  to 
the  amounts  of  the  past  five  years,  and  the  sum  is  $59,443.19.  The 
highest  amount  received  during  any  of  these  years  from  the  City 
Register,  is  $516,41.19,  so  that  the  amount  of  deficit  would  be  suf- 
ficient for  the  support  of  the  Schools  for  a  whole  year,  and  leave  a 
balance  of  $8,026.70. 

It  may  not  be  our  province  to  point  out  the  manner  in  which  the 
deficiency  in  providing  means  for  the  support  of  the  Schools  for  the 
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past  or  former  years  has  occurred  ;  but  we  are  not  willing  to  bave  it 
appear  in  the  records  of  the  City,  or  in  the  public  prints  as  being  re- 
ceived and  expended  by  the  Hoard,  when  such  has  not  been  the 
case.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  an  examination  of  the  table  of 
the  estimated  amounts  to  be  received  from  the  arrearages  of  taxes 
satisfied  the  Hoard,  that  the  amount  required  for  the  payment  of  past 
indebtedness  and  the  support  of  the  Schools  would  not  be  received, 
and  information  to  that  effect  was  communicated  to  the  Committee 
of  Ways  and  Means  of  the  City  Council.  Hut  it  was  not  thought 
advisable  or  prudent  to  interfere  with  the  Report  of  the  proper  olli- 
cer.  His  estimated  arrears,  which  he  believed  would  be  collected, 
reduced  the  sum  to  be  supplied  by  the  Council  in  the  new  levy  to 
#34,1S0.17.  Notwithstanding  money  has  been  more  plenty  than 
usual  among  the  community,  anticipations  of  large  collections  have 
not  been  realised,  and  the  Hoard  has  been  compelled  to  endure  the 
embarrassment.  The  matter  has  been  so  managed,  however,  by  the 
Board,  that  but  few  complaints  have  been  heard,  and  none  which 
have  not  been  satisfied  by  explanation. 

The  failure  to  collect  the  anticipated  amount,  still  leaves  the  Board 
indebted  for  the  old  accounts,  although  special  provision  seemed  to 
have  been  made  by  the  City  Council  by  Sec.  3  of  Ordinance  No.  53, 
approved  June  21st,  1S52,  for  their  payment  by  the  Register  of  the 
City.  Of  the  old  indebtedness,  the  Chesapeake  Bank  loan  of  S3, 500 
for  No.  10  Grammar  School,  and  the  sum  of  $7,000  for  No.  9  Gram- 
mar School  from  the  same  source,  still  hang  over  the  Board.  The 
sum  of  Si, 500  of  the  loan  of  1S47  is  still  due  Emily  J.  Walker. — 
Common  justice  and  the  honor  of  the  city  demand  that  these  claims 
should  be  promptly  liquidated.  The  sum  of  S5,000  to  Leon  Dyer, 
for  one  half  of  the  loan  for  building  the  Eastern  Female  High 
School;  the  amount  of  S2,500  due  George  Richstein,  being  one  half 
the  loan  for  building  Nos.  1  and  2  Primaries,  making  in  all  619.500, 
are  also  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  same  Ordinance.  Agreeably  to 
the  Ordinances  making  the  appropriations,  the  sums  of  money  for 
erecting  School  No.  7  at  Canton,  and  the  additional  rooms  to  Nos. 
5  and  11  Grammar  Schools  were  also  directed  to  be  paid  by  the 
Register  of  the  city  out  of  the  levy  of  taxes  for  1S52,  the  total 
amount  is  ^24,000,  not  one  dollar  of  which  has  been  received  from 
the  proper  source  for  the  purpose  of  payment.  Nevertheless,  by 
husbanding  its  resources,  the  Board  has  succeeded  in  paying  nearly 
the  whole  amount  for  building  the  recitation  rooms.  There  is  now 
due  S275.  During  the  coming  year  it  will  become  necessary  to 
make  provision  for  all  this  indebtedness  and  the  following  addi- 
tional amounts,  viz  :  05,000,  the  second  half  of  the  loan  for  the 
Eastern  Female  High  School,  and  also  the  sum  of  S2,500,  the  se- 
cond half  of  the  loan  for  Primaries  Nos.  1  and  2,  making  the 
entire  amount  of  indebtedness  to  be  provided  for,  030,000      ThOf

it  is  seen  that  the  year  will  be  commenced  with  a  heavy  burthen  of 
indebtedness,  none  of  which  properly  belongs  to  it,  and  which  should 
have  been  provided  for  and  paid  during  the  years  in  which  it  was 
created.  This  evil  which  is  now  resting  on  us,  is  the  inevitable  re- 
sult of  the  postponement  of  obligations,  that  should  have  been  met 
at  the  proper  periods.  Prudent  business  men  would  not  practise 
such  a  defective  course  of  economy,  and  how  the  conclusion  has 
been  arrived  at,  that  it  may  be  considered  either  creditable  or  desi- 
rable for  a  respectable  and  intelligent  corporation  to  do,  what  would 
be  esteemed  in  the  ordinary  business  operations  of  a  mercantile  com- 
munity, as  destroying  confidence  and  dishonoring  or  prejudicing  its 
credit,  is  difficult  to  understand  and  much  more  difficult  of  satisfac- 
tory explanation.  The  labor  and  annoyance  of  providing  payment 
and  meeting  engagements  may  be  for  a  time  lessened  and  comfort 
enjoyed,  and  we  may  look  upon  the  deficiency  with  complacency 
whilst  the  task  of  meeting  pecuniary  responsibilities  is  reduced  to  a 
system  of  credits  and  deferred  payments,  but  this  pleasant  dream 
will  pass  away  just  as  certain  as  the  day  of  accountability  arrives, 
when  increasing  difficulties  and  financial  embarrassment  will  exhibit 
the  erroneous  views  that  have  been  substituted  for  plain,  methodical 
reasoning  and  calculating. 

The  amount  required  for  the  year  1853  for  the  support  of  the 
Schools  as  now  organized,  is  $86,000  for  all  purposes.  By  an 
examination  of  the  Treasurer's  statement,  the  different  items  form- 
ing this  sum  will  be  seen.  The  Board  will  await  the  action  of  your 
honorable  body,  and  make  such  additions  and  improvements  to  the 
Schools,  as  may  be  manifested  by  your  action. 

We  have  now  discharged  our  duty  in  making  this  twenty-fourth 
annual  report.  We  believe  that  the  School  System  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  possesses  many  of  the  elements  and  qualities  for  the  ele- 
vation and  development  of  the  intellect  suitable  for  the  wants  of  the 
member  of  society  himself,  and  for  the  virtuous  and  conscientious 
performance  of  the  duties  of  the  citizen  in  the  community  in  which 
he  may  live. 

We  commend  it  to  you  as  an  instrument  fruitful  of  much  good, 
and  worthy  of  the  most  generous  efforts  and  earnest  consideration. 
You  cannot  be  indifferent,  we  are  sure,  to  the  success  of  an  enter- 
prise which  has  won  so  many  triumphs  from  its  liberality  in  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge,  and  which  has  so  frequently  received  the 
impress.of  approbation  of  public  opinion.

To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  : 

Gentlemen  : 

Since  my  last  Annual  Report  on  the  condition  of  the  Central 
High  School,  but  little  change  has  occurred  in  the  plan  of  its 
Educational  organization  ;   none,  in  its  structural  arrangements. 

Under  the  new  regulations  of  the  Board,  elevating  the  standard  of 
examination  of  candidates  for  admission  into  the  School,  the  number 
received,  (64,)  on  the  1st  September  last,  was  less,  by  a  very  mate- 
rial difference,  than  that  of  the  preceding  year;  though,  of  the  for- 
mer students,  many  more  continued  (ISO)  than  on  any  previous  occa- 
sion ;  making,  in  all,  244.  Had  anything  like  the  usual  number  of  can- 
didates succeeded,  out  of  the  200,  or  thereabouts,  that  came  up  for  ex- 
amination, as  probably  would  have  been  the  case  under  the  old  rule, 
the  present  building  would  have  been  literally  overcharged  with  the 
youthful  population  occupying  it.  The  change,  however,  in  this 
respect,  notwithstanding  the  sensible  diminution  of  numbers,  for  the 
present,  cannot  fail,  in  its  ulterior  influences,  and  those  essentially 
important,  of  producing  the  most  salutary  and  beneficial  results. 
The  candidates  for  admission  will  know,  in  advance,  that  no  super- 
ficial preparation  will  avail  them  in  the  strict  ordeal  through  which 
they  must  pass;  they  will,  of  consequence,  be  stimulated  to  greater 
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diligence  for  the  accomplishment  of  their  purpose  ;  and,  in  the  event 
of  success,  will  then  be  surely  competent  to  enter  the  arena  for 
which  they  have  been  fitly  trained,  and  are  thus  adequately  equip- 
ped. In  this  way,  the  Central  II i L^li  School  will  annually  open  with 
an  accession  of  students,  duly  prepared  to  commence  the  prescribed 
course  of  studies;  the  classes,  already  under  its  care  and  instruction, 
at  their  respective  stages  of  advancement,  will  give  equal  evidence 
of  a  corresponding;  progress  and  improvement;  and  so  the  great  and 
legitimate  objects  of  the  Institution  will  be  fully  tested  and  practi- 
cally exemplified. 

The  first  year  students  are  divided  into  classes,  A  and  B;  and,  of 
them,  2S  have  commenced  the  full  or  Classical  Course;  45,  Ger- 
man ;  6,  French;  2,  Spanish;  and  36  are  pursuing  the  Second 
Course,  which  includes  all  the  studies  of  the  School,  except  the 
Ancient  Languages.  The  other  students,  those  of  the  second,  third, 
and  fourth  years,  are  distributed  into  classes,  C,  I),  E,  F,  G,  II.  Of 
these,  1)  and  F  are  almost  exclusively  engaged  in  the  Second  Course  ; 
the  other  divisions  are,  for  the  most  part,  pursuing  the  Classical 
Course;  whilst,  of  them  all,  collectively,  133  are  studying  German  ; 
6S  French  ;  17  Spanish.  As  was  the  case  last  year,  all  the  classes, 
in  successive  rotation,  attend  to  Graphics  and  Penmanship. 

The  late  Academic  year  was  replete  with  sensible  demonstrations 
of  the  usefulness  of  this  School;  in  the  fair  trial  that  was  made  of 
the  advantages  of  its  new  organization  ;  in  the  very  perceptible  im- 
provement of  the  pupils,  as  shewn,  particularly  at  the  public  exami- 
nation, at  Easter,  and  the  very  thorough  private  examination  of  all 
the  classes,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  during  the  last  week  in  July  ; 
and,  finally,  at  our  Second  Annual  Commencement,  immediately 
following,  when  so  many  of  our  students,  in  merited  reward  of  their 
diligence  and  attainments,  publicly  received  the  Literary  Honors  of 
the  Institution.  With  auspices  of  like  prosperity  and  usefulness  the 
present  session  was  commenced.  At  an  early  period  the  School  was 
fully  organised,  and  the  exercises  have  since  gone  on  with  a  uniform 
and  becoming  energy. 

The  boys,  in  the  different  classes,  with  such  exceptions  as  must 
reasonably  be  expected  in  a  collection  so  large,  indicate  ample  men- 
tal capacitv  ;  manifest  a  creditable  industry  in  the  prosecution  of 
their  studies ;  and,  in  numerous  traits  of  personal  character,  justly 
claim  our  affectionate  confidence  and  esteem.  Indeed,  considering 
the  number  here  assembled,  representing,  as  they  do,  so  many  dif- 
ferent families,  of  probably  no  common  affinities,  and  unaffected,  for 
the  most  part,  by  any  terms  of  social  intercourse,  the  boys  of  this 
School  are,  in  my  judgment,  singularly  free  from  many  improprie- 
ties, not  to  say,  vulgarities,  but  too  common  to  their  age  ;  and  this 
judgment  is  founded  on  a  close  inspection,  each  day,  of  their  lan- 
guage   and   conduct.     The   opinion    is,   moreover,  collaterally  sup- 
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ported  by  a  species  of  evidence,  that  could  not  fail  of  arresting  the 
attention  of  any  one  in  a  similar  position,  viz.:  that,  in  all  my  walks 
through  this  city,  on  the  Sabbath  day,  I  never  fall  in  with  our  pupils, 
standing  idly  at  the  corners  of  streets,  or  in  the  Market  houses. 
They  seem,  generally,  at  such  times,  to  be  either  at  Church,  or  at 
Sunday  School,  or  under  proper  domestic  care  and  supervision  at 
home. 

The  arrangement,  introduced  at  the  opening  of  this  session,  which 
admits  of  the  Principal's  making  daily  visits  to  the  different  Class- 
rooms, is  found  to  promote  several  useful  ends.     It  affords  him  an 
opportunity  of  a  regular  inspection  of  the  attendance  and  recitations 
of  the  respective  classes;  aids  in  promoting  the  order  and  discipline 
of  the  School ;  and  acts  as  a  useful  stimulus  to  the  boys,  in  the  pre- 
paration of  their  studies.     I  am  happy  to  add,  that  the  arrangement 
is  also  perfectly  agreeable  to  the  gentlemen,  respectively,  in  charge 
of  the  Class-rooms;  and,  in   addition,  to  state  the  very  favorable 
impressions  made  on  my  mind,  during  such   calls,  in  regard  to  the 
superior  means  and  advantages  of  Education  connected  with  this 
School.     Whilst  the  Course  of  Studies  is  full   and   complete,  em- 
bracing every  subject  of  Literature,  ancient  and  modern,  useful  and 
ornamental,  and  every  branch  of  Science  taught  in  any  of  the  best 
Institutions  of  the  country,  I  cannot  but  admire,  when  present  at  the 
Recitations,  the  professional  ability  with  which  every  subject,  in 
whatever  department  of  the  School,  is  so  thoroughly  analysed,  and 
so  clearly  illustrated.     The  same  impression,  I  doubt  not,  would  be 
made  on  any  other  mind  having  equal  opportunities  of  inspection 
and  observation.     As  the  natural  fruit  and  result  of  such  advantages 
of  instruction  and  mental  culture,  when  duly  appreciated  and  im- 
proved, many  of  our  pupils  evince  rare  and  forcible  evidence  of 
intellectual  discrimination,  and,  for  boys  so  young,  as  many  of  them 
are,  a  surprising  amount  of  attainment  and  information.     This  is 
seen  too  at  every  point  of  their  Educational  Course ;  whether  the 
analysis  of  Language;  the  solutions  of  Geometry;  the  phenomena 
of  Physics;  the  refinements  of  Logic;  or  the  beauties  of  Rhetoric 
and  Composition.     The  difficult  and  the  intricate  they  take  hold  of 
with  a  manly  grasp  :  the  moral  and  the  beautiful  they  discriminate 
often  with  a  delicacy  of  perception,  that  would  not  discredit  culti- 
vated age  and  experience. 

The  Economy  of  the  School  may  now  be  briefly  stated  under  the 
following  separate  heads  : — 

Study  Hours. — Each  Class  is  daily  allowed  a  proportionate  divi- 
sion of  time,  about  45  minutes,  for  preparing  the  lessons  of  the  day, 
or  recording  Mathematical  or  other  solutions,  in  what  is  called  the 
Study  Room  ;  and  then  no  conversation  whatever  is  allowed,  but 
each  boy  is  required  to  devote  the  time  silently  and  diligently  to 
his  work,  receiving  such  personal   aid   as  the   Instructor  then  in 
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charge  of  the  Room  may  think  proper  to  render.  It  is  required 
moreover  of  each  student  to  take  home  with  him  every  evening  the 
books  necessary  for  the  preparation  of  the  next  morning  lessons, 
and  thus  to  be  ready  for  such  recitations  of  his  Class.  Some  such 
recitation  each  Class  has  regularly  to  attend,  and  every  member  of 
it  to  be  punctually  present  at  the  commencement  of  the  lesson,  that 
no  interruption  may  occur  from  late  attendance. 

The  same  principle  pervades  all  the  subsequent  exercises  of  the 
day,  the  classes  being  required,  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell,  at  periods 
of  45  minutes  each,  to  be  fully  prepared  for  the  coming  recitation, 
and  to  proceed,  instantly,  and  in  good  order,  to  the  Room,  in  course, 
for  that  purpose. 

Recitations — During  these  the  utmost  silence  is  required  of  the 
Class,  with  the  closest  attention,  that  all  may  be  equally  profited 
by  what  only  one  is  reciting,  and  also  by  such  questions  and  explana- 
tions from  the  Instructor  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  subject  of 
the  lesson.  These  it  is  his  practice  to  propose  and  make  in  every 
variety  of  form  suited  to  the  matter  in  hand;  requiring,  in  Geom- 
etry, for  example,  the  clearest  proof  of  each  successive  step  in  the 
demonstration  by  prompt  reference  to  any  previous  principles  on 
which  the  solution  before  the  class  necessarily  depends.  The 
same  of  every  other  subject  susceptible  of  a  similar  application  of 
principles. 

In  the  mode  of  recitation,  moreover,  there  is  no  knowing  before- 
hand, who  will  be  called  on  to  commence,  as  the  Teacher  names 
the  boy,  ad  libitum,  who  is  to  begin,  and  then  passes  often  from 
him  to  another  seated  elsewhere  in  the  class,  thus  compelling  each 
student  to  be  ready  in  virtue  of  previous  preparation.  Added  to 
this  is  a  regular  review  on  Friday  of  the  studies  of  the  week,  so 
that  any  deficiencies  may  ba  supplied,  any  errors  corrected,  and  all 
the  preceding  instructions  and  illustrations  given  on  the  same  sub- 
jects may  be  more  fully  understood,  and  more  surely  retained.  So 
thorough,  in  short,  is  the  system  of  instruction  here,  that  it  is  quite 
impossible  for  any  student  not  clearly  to  understand  what  he  is 
learning,  and,  in  consequence,  to  receive  the  best  education,  unless 
through  his  own  personal  and  culpable  neglect,  or  from  the  lack  of 
mental  capacity  to  acquire  it. 

Attendance. —  As  punctuality  in  this  particular  is  so  absolutely 
ntial  to  the  improvement  of  every  pupil,  and  equally  to  the  well 
being  and  respectability  of  the  school,  in  general,  the  rules  for  the 
enforcement  of  it,  are,  in  the  same  degree,  exact  and  stringent.  For 
this  purpose  a  daily  general  roll  is  kept,  in  which  are  noted  all 
s  of  absence,  both  morning  and  afternoon;  and,  in  addition,  each 
Instructor  marks  in  a  book  for  the  purpose  all  absentees  from  the 
recitations  of  the  classes.     As  an  additional  guard,  and  to  prevent 
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any  possible  imposition  on  the  part  of  absentees,  it  is  required  of 
each  boy,  when  not  at  school,  to  produce  to  some  member  of  the 
committee,  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  reasons  of  his  absence,  upon 
which  he  receives  a  certificate,  signed  by  said  member,  to  be  shown 
to  the  Principal  of  the  school,  by  whom  it  is  again  countersigned ; 
and  then  taken  by  the  bearer,  and  shown,  in  the  order  of  his  recita- 
tion, to  each  instructor,  in  whose  class-room  the  absence  had  been 
noted.  The  same  rule  obtains  in  case  of  lateness.  Under  such 
regulations  no  absence  scarcely  can  occur,  or  go  long  undetected, 
from  mere  truant  playing,  as,  also,  it  is  both  the  duty  and  prac- 
tice of  the  Principal,  in  case  he  is  not  otherwise  satisfactorily  in- 
formed, to  give  parents  early  notice,  particularly  when  he  has  any 
occasion  to  suspect  the  conduct  of  the  absentee.  The  fact  then  is, 
that  the  attendance  of  a  large  body  of  the  students  of  this  school 
is  regular  and  punctual,  and  probably  would  be,  apart  from  such 
regulations;  whilst  many  others  are  less  frequently  absent  in  con- 
sequence of  the  vigilance  and  restraint  exercised  over  them  ;  and 
others  again,  of  which  class  we  have  to  acknowledge  there  are  too 
many,  either  for  their  own  benefit,  or  the  credit  of  the  school,  are 
much  too  often  away.  Besides  sickness  whenever  it  occurs,  the 
benevolent  apology  that  may  be  offered  for  those  of  the  last  de- 
scription, and,  I  believe,  with  perfect  justice,  in  some  cases,  is, 
that  their  services,  in  different  ways,  are  often  needed  at  home. 
They  are,  for  instance,  the  sons  of  widowed  mothers,  who  have  no 
other  dependence,  and  it  is  doubtless  the  distinguishing  glory  of 
our  system  of  popular  education,  that  it  freely  proffers  its  richest 
blessings  to  all  such. 

Discipline — This,  for  the  most  part,  consists  of  admonition,  con- 
finement, suspension  and  expulsion ;  the  two  last,  by  immediate 
authority  of  the  committee  on  the  school,  or  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners. Corporal  punishment,  though  in  reserve  for  such  cases  as 
may  seem  to  demand  it,  is  but  seldom  administered,  and  then  in 
its  milder  forms.  The  spirit  of  the  code  is  essentially  moral  and 
parental,  though  firm,  and,  if  need  be,  sternly  uncompromising; 
but  I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  say,  that  probably  there  is  not  one 
boy  in  all  the  school,  who  would  not  readily  yield  to  any  judicious 
appeals  to  his  understanding  and  sense  of  propriety  and  duty.  As 
reported  in  my  last  annual  communication,  the  practice  is  still  main- 
tained, of  keeping  in  each  class-room  a  daily  register  of  the  conduct 
and  recitation  of  each  student,  and  of  making  monthly  reports  of 
the  same  to  the  committee,  and  to  the  parents  of  the  boys. 

In  now  closing  this  report,  I  could  not  do  so,  in  a  manner  more 
congenial  to  my  own  feelings,  than  in  terms  of  respectful  acknowl- 
edgements to  the  gentlemen  composing  the  committee  on  the  Cen* 
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tral  High   School,  for  their  prompt  and   efficient  aid  in  all  matters 
and  measures  of  a  common  responsibility  between  us.

Gentlemen  :

Permit  me  to  preface,  this  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  state  and 
expectations  of  the  Institution  in  my  charge,  with  a  grateful  appre- 
ciation of  the  liberality  that  suggested,  the  skill  that  designed,  and 
the  municipal  munificence  that  perfected  the  beautiful  building  we 
occupy. 

Its  amplitude  of  space,  sufficient  for  our  most  extended  and  varied 
operations,  its  adaptation  of  arrangement  to  them,  and  its  bountiful 
sources  of  comfort  to  pupil  and  to  teacher,  elicit  the  praise  of  every 
one  who  honours  us  with  a  visit. 

I  take  pleasure  in  announcing  to  those  who  so  anxiously  watched 
its  progress  from  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone,  to  the  moment  of 
completion,  such  a  gratifying  consummation  of  their  intentions. 

More  acceptable,  however,  must  be  the  fact,  that  of  the  fresh 
energy,  which  so  great  a  change  in  position  has  infused  into  the 
teacher,  the  pupil  has  partaken. 

This  it  is  correct  to  infer  from  an  increased  application  to  study, 
and  a  closer  attention  to  instruction,  in  which  is  certainly  exhibited 
a  greater  sense  of  the  advantages  so  liberally  prepared,  and  of  the 
prospects  that  await  a  continuance  in  well  doing. 
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The  result  of  such  a  change  in  disposition  anil  effort,  is  of  a  corres- 
ponding character,  and  authorizes  me  to  represent  the  school  as  in  I 
decidedly  improved  and  progressive  condition. 

That  a  condition,  so  lull  of  new  hopes,  should  elevate  our  own 
feelings  is  natural,  but  as  much  gratification  is  derived  from  the  fact, 
that  it  opens  to  the  Board  a  beautiful  vista  of  a  most  interesting  por- 
tion of  the  desired  results  of  their  labors. 

To  the  heart  of  the  philanthropist  it  must  be  as  thrilling  as  to  the 
eye  it  is  interminable. 

From  the  representation  made  of  Scholastic  improvement,  I  would 
not  have  the  inference  drawn,  that  that  perfect  equality  exists, 
which  no  svstem  of  legislation  or  instruction  can  produce,  or  even 
that  there  is  as  much  ss  there  should  be,  in  order  to  fully  meet  the 
liberal  views  of  the  Board. 

Of  the  incipient  causes  that  have  operated  against  this,  permit  me 
to  state  that  a  prominent  one  is  the  immature  age  of  those  who  come 
to  us  from  the  Grammar  Schools. 

A  far  more  general  and  much  more  serious  one,  however,  is  their 
inadequate  preparation.  In  fact  there  are  so  few  exceptions,  that  I 
may  say  that  hardly  any  one  is  fit  for  even  the  branches  that  meet 
them  on  the  very  threshold. 

The  manifest  error  committed  is  a  sedulous  cultivation  of  the 
memory  at  the  expense  of  the  understanding  ;  and  brilliant  recita- 
tions, and  large  quantities  passed  over  in  a  brief  space  are  appealed 
to  as  tests  of  great  intelligence  and  vast  knowledge.  How  long  must 
the  cause  of  education  suffer  by  a  blindness,  that  cannot  see,  too  of- 
ten, under  such  attractive  coverings,  the  crude  mind  suffering:  from 
a  constant  surfeit  of  unmeaning  verbiage,  like  the  stomach  over- 
loaded with  indigestible  and  not  nutritious  food? 

If  but  half  the  ability,  the  faithfulness  and  honest  effort  that  are  so 
fruitlessly  exerted  for  this  end,  were  applied  to  the  more  humane 
and  pleasant  task  of  blessing  the  young  mind,  by  supplying  it  with 
facts  anil  principles,  we  should  have  the  basic  knowledge  which  we 
ask. 

The  salutary  effect,  upon  the  High  Schools,  of  such  a  system,  com- 
menced in  the  Primary  Department,  and  matured  in  the  Gram- 
mar Schools,  would,  unquestionably,  mark  a  new  and  brilliant  era 
in  their  progress. 

To  the  former  of  the  causes  named,  where  the  Primary  Educa- 
tion is  sound,  and  even  to  imperfect  preparation  where  the  mind  is 
mature,  a  partial  remedy  is  applied,  by  the  system  of  gradation, 
adopted  last  year,  as  it  requires  a  revision  of  study  by  the  deficient, 
but,  in  some  cases,  a  conjunction  of  both  resists  all  aids,  and  how- 
ever great  may  be  the  desire,  the  study  and  the  attention,  necessarily 
•low  and  discouraging  is  the  progress. 
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The  efforts  of  the  deserving,  however,  I  would  not  undervalue, 
and,  therefore,  permit  me  to  commend  as  creditable  any  advance- 
ment under  such  circumstances. 

In  compliance  with  an  invitation  from  the  Committee  to  offer 
any  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  School,  I  annexed  to  a 
free  expression  of  my  views  upon  the  subject,  in  my  report  for 
November,  the  following  plan: 

That  candidates  foradmission  be  examined  in  Arithmetic,  Parsing, 
Composition  and  Spelling  only.  That  twenty  questions  from  Vul- 
gar and  Decimal  Fractions  of  the  first,  involving  no  higher  princi- 
ples than  studied,  but  different  from  those  in  the  text  book  used,  be 
given  without  answers. 

In  the  examination  of  the  work  it  is  recommended  to  give  no 
credit,  as  has  heretofore  been  the  case,  for  mere  Addition,  Subtrac- 
tion, Multiplication  and  Division,  however  correctly  or  beautifully 
done,  but  for  a  full  development  only  of  the  particular  principle 
called  for,  whether  in  the  'k  modus  operandi"  of  a  Vulgar  Fraction, 
or  that  management  of  the  point  in  Decimals  which  it  is  the  sole  ob- 
ject of  the  trial  to  elicit. 

In  parsing,  twenty  words  may  not  be  considered  too  many,  and 
that  number  may  embrace  a  majority  of  the  fundamental  principles 
and  rules  of  Grammar,  without  involving  anything  of  the  higher 
standard  upon  which  they  are  expected  to  enter. 

The  system  of  marking  this  exercise  has  also  been  very  lax,  and  a 
stricter  plan,  to  credit  the  evidence  of  knowledge  only,  should  be 
adopted. 

In  spelling,  we  have  evidince  of  improvement,  and  the  good  work 
should  be  fostered  by  an  incentive  of  not  less  than  twenty  words. 

While  a  knowledge  of  Grammar  and  spelling  can  be  further  ex- 
hibited in  a  few  lines  of  composition,  upon  a  given  subject,  an  ac- 
quaintance with  the  incipient  principles  of  punctuation  also,  may  be 
shown. 

Some  system,  which  will  develop  a  knowledge  of  principle,  if  in 
the  possession  of  the  candidate,  the  Board,  in  its  wisdom,  will  un- 
doubtedly adopt,  as  a  corrective  of  the  greatest  of  evils  that  affect 
our  intended  and  anticipated  progress. 

The  promulgation  of  such  a  plan  and  intention  by  the  Board, 
would  cause  a  corresponding  change  in  primary  teaching,  for  in  or- 
der to  meet  so  just  a  requisition,  more  attention  must  be  given  to  the 
mind  than  the  memory,  to  the  development  of  reason  than  to  mere 
mechanical  processes. 

In  arithmetic  particularly,  there  must  be  a  frequent  deviation  from 
the  thumbed  pathway  of  the  memorized  text  book,  and  a  resort  to 
tests  similar  to  those  that  will  characterise  the  examination. 

The  same  training  applied  to  all  other  branches  would  soon  in- 
troduce an  entirely  new  and  better  state  of  things,  not  only  for  those 
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who  may  then  look  with  greater  hope  to  the  High  Schools,  but 
those  who  may  be  obliged  to  end  their  educational  career  ID  the 
Grammar  Schools. 

(Joder  such  ■  regime  it  is  not  expected,  of  course,  that  by  br  so 

much  can  be  studied  in  the  same  time,  but  as  in  mechanics  so  here, 
what  may  be  lost  in  time  is  gained  in  power,  and  I  may  also  add  in 
age,  that  other  point  of  so  much  importance  also. 

Asa  basis  of  the  gradation,  to  which  I  may  attribute  much  of  our 
better  condition,  in  consequence  of  the  repetition  of  time  and  oppor- 
tunity, which  it  afibrdl  lor  review  and  restudy,  our  periodical  exam- 
inations are  valuable. 

From  being  such  an  incentive  as  to  entirely  change  the  scholas- 
tic character  entire,  they  are,  in  some  cases,  invaluable. 

Such  being  their  salutary  character,  they  may  be  considered  as 
indispensable  to  our  present  condition  and  progress,  but  permit  me 
to  add,  with  the  greatest  respect,  that  in  their  results,  except  when 
an  intelligent  departure  from  the  mere  text  exhibits  it,  I  cannot  re- 
cognise such  a  sure  test  of  that  solid  intelligence  contemplated  by  the 
annexed  extract  from  the  legitimate  and  beautiful  instructions  of  the 
Twenty-third  Rule  of  Order,  as  in  an  extended  analytical  oral  in- 
vestigation. 

"The  teachers  in  conducting  the  exercises  of  the  schools,  must 
nor.  content  themselves  with  merely  hearing  the  recitations  of  the 
different  classes,  and  ascertaining  that  the  text  has  been  correctly 
committed  to  memory.  They  are  required  to  teach  the  subjects, 
and  by  a  course  of  mental  training,  to  render  the  several  subjects,  of 
instruction  familiar  and  interesting,  and  thus  remove  the  numerous 
obstacles  and  discouragements  which  frequently  retard  the  pupil. 
They  shall  by  frequent  reviews  of  the  studies,  illustrate  in  an  appro- 
priate manner,  their  applications  to  the  affairs  of  life.  They  shall 
require  the  pupils  to  analyse  the  several  subjects  of  study,  and  give 
their  views  and  opinions  in  their  own  language,  testing  thereby  the 
correctness  of  the  knowledge  which  they  have  obtained  by  experi- 
ence and  observation  in  pursuing  their  studies." 

To  tnat  which  will  be  held  in  January,  many  look  forward  in  just 
confidence  ;  others  with  less  hope,  and  some  with  very  little  if 
any. 

Of  the  last,  some  are  among  the  most  exemplary  pupils  as  regards 
deportment,  desire  and  exertio^,  that  we  have.  We  trust  that  the 
exhibit  will  be  creditable  to  ar^  and  correspondent  to  the  faithful- 
ness and  exertion  of  which  they  have  been  the  constant  recipients  in 
every  department ;  not,  gentlemen,  for  this  particular  examination 
or  for  any  other,  but  from  an  abiding  sense  of  the  value  of  the  bles- 
sing your  labors  would  confer  upon  them. 
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As  far  as  personal  demeanor  is  concerned,  I  have  at  this  time  no 
exception  to  make,  and  as  the  result  of  moral  suasion  alone,  the  fact 
is  communicated  with  great  pleasure. 

"  From  various  parts  of  our  city,  and  from  every  religious  phase 
of  its  community  we  have  an  assemblage  of  131  pupils,  presenting, 
in  hardly  an  instance,  to  the  eye  or  to  the  knowledge  of  their  teach- 
ers, a  single  deviation  from  female  propriety. " 

So  forcible  and  so  beautiful  an  effect  of  your  labors  should  place  a 
blush  on  the  cheek  of  the  defamer,  command  a  wider  attachment  to 
the  system,  and  a  correspondent  gratitude  for  its  establishment. 

No  act  has  more  strongly  exhibited  the  wisdom  and  tender  care 
of  the  Board,  than  the  reorganization  of  the  Female  High  Schools  in 
1851,  by  which  the  substitution  of  ladies,  upon  whom  were  devolved 
the  charge  and  responsibility  of  this  department,  was  made  for  gen- 
tlemen, for  no  matter  what  personal  excellence  may  characterise  a 
man,  the  formation  of  the  deportment  of  young  ladies,  is  certainly 
the  province  of  the  accomplished  of  their  own  sex. 

Of  the  cultivation  of  the  heart,  a  point  of  more  importance  than 
intellectual  acquisition,  we  have,  by  no  means,  been  neglectful.  En- 
croaching not  on  the  loftier  and  more  sacred  charge  of  the  parent, 
we  have  suffered  no  opportunities  to  escape  of  inculating  the  moral 
virtues,  and  the  result  is  as  fraught  with  present  gratification,  as  with 
pleasurable  anticipations  of  its  after  refining  influences. 

That  there  are  few,  if  any,  discordant  spirits  in  so  large  a  number 
of  diverse  dispositions,  is  but  a  tythe  of  the  effect  that  soothes  our 
solicitude,  for  evidence  accumulates  on  evidence  of  an  increasing 
love  of  truth  and  integrity,  which  amply  compensates  for  the  min- 
utes taken  from  a  recitation  to  enforce  a  suggested  moral. 

A  constant  supervision  of  the  furniture  and  the  books  serves  the 
double  purpose  of  discharging  an  important  personal  duty,  and  of  in- 
culcating the  principles  of  economy,  and  I  am  happy  in  being  able 
to  assure  the  Board  that  an  examination  at  any  time,  of  the  desks  of 
our  pupils  will  find  a  condition  of  things  comparable  with  any,  in 
arrangement  and  neatness. 

The  care  manifested  by  many  in  the  preservation  of  the  books,  ex- 
hibits the  economy  of  keeping  a  Record  in  which  are  temporarily 
charged  such  as  are  delivered  to  each.  In  a  moral  point  of  view,  it 
is  also  a  good  institution,  if  I  may  judge  from  the  fact  that  in  nearly 
every  case  of  withdrawal,  all  boo^  have  been  returned  to  me  in 
person. 

The  number  submitted  in  my  last  Annual  Report  was  179.  Of 
these,  from  various  causes,  66  left  during  the  year,  and  113  returned 
in  September.  To  this  number  were  added  20  from  the  Grammar 
School,  3  by  transfer,  and  2  by  re-admision,  making  in  all  139- 
Since  September,  8  have  left,  consequently  there  are  on  the  roll  at 
this  time,  131. 
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In  consequence  of  a  u;reat  prevalence  of  sickness,  there  has  been, 
on  that  account,  much  absence  ;   hut  as  there  has  also  hern,  indepen- 
dent of  this,  more  than  th  lor  the  tame  period, 
comparison  of  a l               will  show,  it  is  right  to  infer  that  necessity 
cannot  be  the  pica  for  all  instil 

In  such  cases  the  \\  isest  legislation  of  the  Board  must  he  inefficient, 
without  that  co-operation  of  the  part,  which,  on  the  part  of  some  is 
most  strangely  withheld,  if  from  professions,  we  may  judge  of  pa- 
rential  anxiety  for  improvement. 

Employed  to  teach  in  School,  we  cannot  go  to  each  residence,  and 
therefore,  when  at  any  examination,  blanks  appear,  from  this  can- 
has  been  the  case  heretofore,  to  those  who  have  the  power  to  remove 
so  great  an  obstacle  and  do  it  not,  must  such  special  failure  be  charg- 
ed, and  not  to  those  who  are  so  assiduous  in  providing  the  means  of 
instruction,  nor  to  tho>e  who  are  in  their  appointed  places  to  daily 
communicate  it. 

Of  lateness,  though  much  decreased  under  late  regulations  of  the 
Board,  there  is  still  some,  which  is  as  annoying  to  the  teacher,  as  it 
is  injurious  to  the  child. 

The  remedy  for  this  also  is  with  the  parent,  who,  for  the  sake  of 
the  great  blessing,  against  which  it  militates  to  a  very  great  degree, 
should  accommodate  their  hours  to  those  of  the  Board. 

In  speaking  of  inefficiency  to  enforce  attendance,  without  parental 
co-operation,  I  allude  to  the  mild  and  conciliatory  rules  now  in  force. 
There  are  those,  of  course,  which  can  be  adopted  as  a  dernier  though 
unpleasant  resort,  which  would  cure  the  evil,  for  the  names  of  such 
voluntary  delinquents,  you  can  erase  from  the  roll,  and  their  places 
undoubtedly  supply  with  those  whose  attendance  would  be  affected 
by  a  necessary  cause  only. 

To  the  class  of  1551,  who  graduated  in  July  last,  my  thoughts  re- 
vert with  intense  pleasure,  for  during  a  professional  course  of  twenty- 
five  years,  none  have  passed  from  my  charge  more  entitled  to  my 
remembrance,  for  a  constant  and  undiminished  respect  and  atten- 
tion to  all  their  teachers,  and  to  my  recorded  testimony  of  their  uni- 
formly lady  like  deportment. 

Thus  far  the  present  class  who  will  graduate  in  July  next,  merit 
the  same  approbation. 

Of  the  other  clas-es  I  can  also  speak  in  like  commendable  terms, 
while  the  general  discipline  of  all,  in  which  I  am  efficiently  aided  by 
my  most  excellent  assistants,  will  compare  most  favorably  with  that  of 
any  other  Institution. 

The  schedule  as  arranged  by  the  committee,  has  been  strictly  Al- 
lowed, and  with  great  harmony  and  success. 

From  such  farther  modification  as  experience  may  suggest,  a  per- 
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fection  may  be  anticipated,  and  correspondent  beneficial  results,  that 
will  render  it  a  model  for  all  similar  schools. 

Of  all  other  rules  and  regulations,  I  have,  as  far  as  possible,  en- 
deavored to  be  observant,  in  the  buoyant  hope,  that  from  the  disci- 
pline of  the  school  the  Board  may  derive  as  much  gratification,  as 
we  trust  they  may  from  its  progressive  scholastic  condition.

Western  Female  High  School,

To  the  Commissio7iers  of  Public  Schools  : 

Gentlemen  : 

The  pleasing  duty  has  devolved  on  me  of  reporting  the  Western 
Female  High  School  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  im- 
provements, directed  by  the  Committee  on  the  School,  have  all  been 
carried  into  effect,  and  their  beneficial  results  developed  to  a  degree 
that  must  be  gratifying  to  every  friend  of  Public  School  Education. 

Previous  to  the  introduction  of  the  recent  improvements,  a  pupil, 
upon  admission  to  the  school,  was  placed  in  the  first  division,  and 
at  the  end  of  every  year  thereafter,  she  was  regularly  promoted  in 
to  the  next  higher  class,  without  any  reference  whatever  to  her 
scholastic  acquirements,  and,  as  a  natural  consequence  many  pupils 
were  constantly  to  be  found  in  the  higher  classes,  who  either  from 
want  of  capacity  or  the  necessary  industry,  were  entirely  disquali- 
fied for  such  position. 

The  teachers  were  worried  by  incessant,  though  unavailing  efforts 
to  instruct  such  scholars.  The  whole  arrangement  was  in  fact,  an 
unmitigated  evil,  and  to  none  more  so  than  to  the  laggard  pupils 
themselves.  Under  the  improved  system,  every  young  lady  upon 
admission  to  the  school  has  her  proper  position  assigned  her,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  every  six  months,  she  is  again  examined  for  a  sim- 
ilar purpose.  The  intellectual  and  the  industrious  arc  advanced 
as  a  very  proper  reward  of  merit,  wbile  the  dull  and  the  indolent  no 
longer  a  clog  upon  their  more  aspiring  classmate!  are  placed  in  a 
position  where  they  receive  instruction  suited   to   their  capacities. 
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Among  all  the  meritorious  points  in  the  new  order  of  things  this 
one  of  grading  the  scholars  in  strict  accordance  with  their  scholastic 
merits,  is  the  most  valuable,  in  addition  to  its  abstract  justice,  it  fos- 
ters a  commendable  spirit  of  emulation  throughout  the  entire  school, 
individuals  and  whole  classes  are  pervaded  by  a  generous  effort  for 
excellence.  The  schedule  of  studies  apportions  to  each  subject  as 
many  recitations  as  its  importance  and  the  capacity  of  the  pupil  de- 
mand. Each  exercise  continues  forty-five  minutes,  and  under  the 
admirable  workings  of  the  present  order  of  things,  not  a  moment 
need  be  lost.  At  a  given  signal  every  class  and  study  in  the  school 
is  simultaneously  changed,  a  few  seconds  only  being  required  to 
have  every  thing  again  in  full  operation.  By  this  admirable  ar- 
rangement, a  large  amount  of  extra  teaching  is  gained  and  the  un- 
pleasant monotony  of  school  studies  obviated. 

In  the  course  of  a  week  the  classes  are  carried  through  the  follow- 
ing exercises,  viz:  Arithmetic,  25  lessons,  Reading  Scriptures,  20, 
Grammar  IS,  Algebra  12,  Natural  Philosophy  11,  Geometry  9, 
Writing  S,  Elocution  S,  History  United  States  S,  Physiology  6, 
History  of  England  6,  Modern  Geography  5,  Astronomy  4,  Com- 
position 4,  Book-Keeping  4,  Music  3,  Ancient  Geography  3,  Chem- 
istry 2,  Mensuration  2,  Globes  2,  Logic  2,  Botany  2,  Rhetoric  2, 
History  of  Maryland  2,  History  of  Rome  2,  History  of  Greece  2, 
Roman  Antiquities  2,  Grecian  Antiquities  2,  Moral  Philosophy  1, 
and  Mythology  1.  It  is  very  desirable  that  one  or  two  additional 
recitations  should  be  assigned  to  a  few  of  the  studies,  but  such  has 
been  the  unprepared  condition  of  many  of  the  pupils  heretofore  on 
their  admission  to  the  school,  in  the  amount  of  merely  elementary 
instruction  absolutely  necessary  to  qualify" them  for  higher  instruc- 
tion, that  some  of  the  proper  High  School  studies  of  all  the  scholars 
have  had  to  be  curtailed,  in  order  that  the  time  of  the  teacher  could 
be  devoted  to  remedying  the  deficiency  of  a  few.  It  is  quite  natural 
that  parents  should  be  desirous  of  seeing  their  children  members  of 
the  High  School,  but  with  all  due  deference,  I  submit,  that  it  is  cru- 
el in  any  one  to  force  an  unprepared  young  lady  from  a  good  gram- 
mar school,  where  competent  teachers  stand  ready  to  teach  her  eve- 
ry thing  her  abilities  render  desirable,  into  a  High  School,  where 
she  is  entirely  unable  properly  to  appreciate  or  moderately  to  im- 
prove the  instruction  that  may  be  said  to  be  almost  wasted  upon  her. 
With  such  a  pupil,  a  teacher  in  our  school  will  toil  and  stuggle  in 
vain,  the  unfortunate  young  lady,  unfortunate  in  being  placed  in  a 
wrong  position,  will  after  a  while  go  out  from  us  proficient  in  noth- 
ing, and  in  an  educational  point  of  view,  a  credit  to  nobody. 

In  regard  to  deportment,  a  subject  of  such  high  importance  in  all 
female  seminaries,  the  improvement  of  the  young  ladies  has  been 
manifest  to  everyone:  indeed  whatever  difference  of  opinion  may 
have  existed   heretofore   in  regard  to  the  beneficial  effects  of  a  ma- 
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tronly   supervision   on  the  young  female  character,  it  can  he  safely 
-  imcd    that   the  experience  of  the  last  year  in  this  regard  has  en- 
tirely satisfied  all  who  have  been  open  to  conviction.     For  obvious 
reasons  an  accomplished  female  is  beyond  all  comparison  the  i 

suitable  monitor  to  watch  over  and  direct  the  deportment  and  forma- 
tion of  the  character  of  young  ladies;  through  its  instrumentality 
gentleness  of  spirit,  delicacy  of  manners  and  that  high  regard  for 
purity  of  thought  and  propriety  of  expression,  so  characteristic  of  a 
lady,  can  he  best  inculcated. 

-My  first   assistant,  Miss   Sarah   J.Barrett,  has,  after  a  most  tho- 
rough   trial,  proven  herself  to  he  singularly  well  calculated    for  the 
arduous  duties   allotted  the  first  assistant,  under   the    new   arra 
ment     Her  superior  qualifications  scher,  for  the  branches  of 

education  assigned  her,  has  only  been  excelled  by  the  tact  and  judg- 
ment by  which,  at  all  tin  barged  the  superadded  du- 
ties of  matron.  By  a  union  of  mingled  kindness,  persuasion  and 
firmness,  she  has  acquired  a  command  and  exerts  an  influence  of  the 
most  beneficial  tendency  over  the  young  ladies. 

My  accomplished  second  assistants,  Miss  Anna  E.  Franklin,  and 

M  Mary  A.  M  duty  re,  have,  as  in  former  years,  labored  most 
faithfully  in  the  department  allotted  them.  In  addition  to  other 
highly  important  branches,  they  have  the  disheartening  duty  assign- 
ed them  of  instructing  the  new  pupils  in  studies  which  properly  be- 
long to  the  Grammar  Schools,  a  duty,  no  matter  how  carefully  per- 
formed, that  yields  but  little  credit  with  a  superficial  observer,  be- 
cause the  public  always  imagine  that  young  ladies  before  their  ad- 
mission to  the  High  School  possess,  at  least,  a  tolerable  profi- 
ciency in  such  common  studies  as  Grammar  and  Arithmetic.  Yet, 
the  fact  is,  that  despite  all  precautions  heretofore  adopted,  every 
year  we  have  scholars  sent  to  us  with  whom  we  have  as  much  trou- 
ble as  if  they  were  entirely  ignorant  of  the  most  elementary  princi- 
ples of  these  sciences,  and,  that  you  may  be  satisfied  of  the  correct- 
ness of  this  observation,  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  refer  you  to  the 
record  of  their  examinations,  to  be  found  on  file  in  your  oflice.  Vet 
Misses  Franklin  and  Mclntyre  have  accomplished  all  that  could  be 
expected  from  the  most  untiring  assiduity. 

In  regard  to  Music,  the  superior  qualifications  of  Mr.  William  A. 
•  Tarbutton  as  a  Professor  of  Music,  combined  with  his  known  energy 
of  character,  induce  me  to    indulge  the  confident  expectation   that 
hereafter  a  complete  course  in  the  School  will  ensure  to  young  la 
a  proficiency  in  Music  alike  creditable  to  pupil  and  preceptor. 

The  yard  being  now  entirely  private,  and  the  pupils  at  recess  be- 
lUg  in  charge  of  the  First  Assistant,  a  more  salutary  supervision  can 
be  maintained  over  them  than  formerly.  The  beneficial  effect  of 
this  supervision  is   quite  apparent  in  the  evidently  increasing  sense 
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of  individual  propriety,  and  desire  for  lady-like  decorum,  evinced 
by  the  pupils  gererally. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  to  make  the  instruction  as  thorough 
as  possible,  nor  has  any  pains  been  spared  to  insure,  on  the 
part  of  the  scholars,  a  full  comprehension  of  principles.  Their 
attention  to  their  studies  has  been  commendable,  and  the  gen- 
eral improvement  in  all  the  branches  highly  gratifying.  I  will 
particularly  refer  to  the  silence  and  assiduity  maintained  dur- 
ing the  writing  lessons,  and  to  the  general  advancement,  in 
that  branch,  since  it  has  been  placed  under  my  personal  super- 
vision. The  experiment  of  one  session  has  resulted  most  fa- 
vorable for  the  pupils ;  not  only  is  the  attendance  better,  but  in  con- 
sequence of  the  increased  time  thereby  afforded,  the  lessons  are 
much  better  studied  and  the  recitations,  in  the  Class-Rooms,  deci- 
dedly better  than  they  were  before. 

Under  the  advice  of  the  Committee,  a  new  system  in  relation  to 
books  has  been  devised,  which  has  already  resulted  in  a  large  saving 
of  expense  to  the  Board,  and  which  ensures  a  more  perfect  supervi- 
sion over  that  branch  of  our  school  economy.  So  far  it  has  worked 
to  my  entire  satisfaction.  This,  with  many  other  modifications, 
which  have  taken  place  within  the  last  year,  has  been  the  result  of 
unceasing  energy  and  constant  attention  of  the  Committee  who  had 
this  School  in  special  charge.  They  have  spared  neither  time  nor 
labor  in  order  to  effect  the  good  results  which  have  proved,  in  my 
opinion,  so  conducive  to  the  prosperity  and  well  being  of  the  School. 
I  have  daily,  during  the  past  year,  been  a  witness  of  their  zealous  ef- 
forts to  elevate  the  condition  of  the  School,  and,  in  all  suitable  ways, 
have  cheerfully  co-operated  with  them,  in  carrying  out  their  plans 
of  improvement.  At  all  times  our  intercourse  has  been  characterized 
by  kindness  and  good  feeling,  and,  the  approbation  which  they  have 
so  often  expressed  in  regard  to  myself  and  Assistants,  as  well  as  the 
kind  consideration  with  which  they  have  uniformally  acted  in  all 
their  intercourse  with  us,  has  been  peculiarly  gratifying.  These 
gentlemen  have,  on  all  occasions,  watched  over  the  interests  of 
both  teachers  and  scholars  with  the  most  ^vigilant  and  zealous  eye, 
at  the  same  time,  not  forgetting  the  strictest  economy  in  regard  to 
the  expenses  incurred,  having  always  the  view  of  carrying  out  ef- 
fectually the  grand  object  for  which  these  Institutions  were  estab- 
lished. 

The  School  opened  in  September  with  135  pupils,  of  whom  94 
were  old  scholars,  and,  41  new  ones,  admitted  at  the  Annual  Exam- 
ination from  the  Grammar  Schools.  This  year  tho  whole  number 
of  pupils  is  not  so  great  as  last.  Thft  is  owing,  however,  to  the 
small  number  which  passed  the  Examination  in  August,  when  com- 
pared with  former  years.  I  also  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  last  two 
Examinations  for  promotion  in   the  Western  Female  High  School 
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were,  taking  them  altogether,  the  fairest  conducted  ones  that  have 
ever  been  held  since  the  organization  of  the  School.  The  Commit- 
tee hiring  made  every  proper  irrangement  for  conducting  the  samu 

in  the  fairest  possible  manner  by  directing  that  but  a  few  pupils  to 
be  sent  up  for  Examination  at  a  time,  by  which  arrangement,  the 
Undivided  time  and  attention  of  Committee  and  Teachers  could  be 
directed  to  ensure  a  fair  test  for  the  merits  of  each  scholar. 

Permit  me,  gentlemen,  in  conclusion,  to  add,  that  having  for  the 
last  ten  years  of  my  life  been  engaged  under  your  direction  in  build- 
ing up  the  Western  Female  High  School,  I  feel  a  personal  pride  in 
its  present  enviable  reputation,  and  an  abiding  interest  in  every 
thing  connected  with  its  success.  Its  organization  was  the  first  at- 
tempt in  this  country  to  engraft,  on  the  system  of  Public  Schools, 
an  institution  in  which  females  could  receive  instruction  in  the 
higher  branches  of  a  polite  education.  For  many  years,  my  trials 
and  responsibilities  have  been  great,  but  they  are  all  forgotten  in 
the  pleasure  which  I  feel  when  contemplating  the  present  flourish- 
ing condition  of  the  school,  and  the  long  future  of  usefulness  that 
opens  before  its  friends.  If  the  present  high  state  of  discipline  and 
grades  of  education  be  sustained,  it  must  in  coming  years,  be  an 
honor  to  all  concerned,  whether  as  commissioner,  teacher  or  pupil. 
It  is  therefore  not  in  the  spirit  of  invidious  comparison,  but  rather 
in  that  of  generous  competition,  that  it  is  claimed,  that  although  there 
are  many  institutions  of  learning  in  our  midst  of  commanding  merit, 
yet,  that  in  the  scale  of  excellence  the  Western  Female  High  School 
is  superior  to  many  and  inferior  to  none.

To  the  Commisioncrs  of  Public  Schools: 

Gentlemen: 

In  compliance  with  the  regulations  adopted  for  the  government 
of  the  Normal  Classes,  the  following  Report  is  respectfully  submit- 
ted : 

The  Eastern  Class  resumed  on  the  first  Suturda}'  of  September 
with  34  pupils,  10  of  whom  were  from  the  graduating  class  of  the 
Eastern  Female  High  School.  There  has  been  five  admitted  since, 
making  in  all  39  on  the  roll.  The  average  attendance  however,  is 
not  so  uniformly  good  as  we  could  wish,  being  much  affected  by 
those  who  habitually  absent  themselves  when  practical  employment 
is  assigned  them.  This  is  much  to  be  regretted,  as  it  entirely  subverts 
the  end  in  view,  viz:  the  preparation,  which  compliance  with  the 
prescribed  duties  would  impose,  also  the  practice  in  presence  of  so 
discriminating  a  class,  would  have  a  tendency  to  remove  frivolity 
of  character,  cultivate  dignity  of  deportment,  and  establish  the 
foundation  of  habits  of  exact  investigation  and  of  illustrating  with 
perspicuity  and  conciseness.  As  many  of  the  teachers  who  compose 
this  class,  are  of  the  Primary  Schools,  it  is  apprehended  they  feel 
less  responsibility  attach  to  their  position,  on  account  of  the  elemen- 
tary character  of  the  instruction  which  they  impart.  This  is  ob- 
viously wrong ;  for  as  first  impressions  are  the  most  lasting,  and 
most  difficult  to  eradicate,  so  upon  the  right  or  wrong  development 
of  the  faculties,  as  upon  the  skilful  or  bungling  introduction  to  the 
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first  principles  of  a  science,  will  in  a  great  measure  depend  the  suc- 
cess of  the  pupil's  subsequent  investigations.  And  although  the  ex- 
pounders of  incipient  knowledge  may  deem  unimportant  the  task 
assigned  them,  not  so  the  unfortunate  teacher  who  has  charge  of  the 
next  step,  and  must  first  untouch  what  was  inadequately  taught  be- 
fore. Like  the  builder  who  would  erect  a  new  edifice  upon  in  old 
site,  must  first  remove  the  rubbish  of  the  former  building  before  he 
can  proceed  with  the  new.  As  it  is  here  that  first  efforts  at  reading 
are  made,  without  due  appreciation  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  an 
uncouth  and  illiterate  style  will  be  formed,  which  in  many  instances 
is  irremediable  and  will  last  for  life;  it  being  a  task  of  no  small  magni- 
tude to  transform  a  heavy  and  uniform  movement  of  the  voice, 
which  has  once  been  completely  acquired}  to  one  that  is  easy,  dis- 
criminating and  forcible.  Impressed  with  the  conviction  of  this 
fact,  we  have  devoted  a  large  proportion  of  time  in  the  Normal 
Class,  to  the  art  of  acquiring  an  elegant  style  of  rhetorical  enuncia- 
tion, and  as  next  in  importance  to  those  thus  employed,  we  have 
deemed  syntactical  analysis.  As  the  time  to  be  divided  between  the 
several  studies  does  not  admit  of  much  elaboration  in  either,  we  have 
considered  that  pertaining  to  Mathematics  as  best  employed  in  the 
demonstration  of  principles  and  rules.  I  should  be  happy  to  effect 
much  more  in  this  department  than  has  hitherto  been  accomplished, 
if  circumstances  could  be  controlled,  and  members  induced  to  regular 
attendance  and  co-operating  interest;  but  they  urge  when  incited  to 
this,  "  fatigue  and  disinclination  to  further  mental  effort,"  after  the 
labors  of  the  day,  hence  the  procrastination  of  preparation,  and  absence 
in  consequence.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  many  advantages 
would  accrue  to  the  cause  of  popular  education,  from  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  regular  Normal  School,  in  which  alternation  of  teaching 
and  being  taught,  succeed  each  other  with  systematic  regularity, 
and  into  which  ladies  of  all  ages,  who  wish  to  prepare  themselees 
for  the  avocation  of  teaching,  might  find  access.  There  are  many 
who  from  reverse  of  fortune,  or  from  choice,  wish  to  adopt  that  pro- 
fession, if  they  could  avail  themselves  of  the  necessary  detailed 
qualifications,  ladies,  the  moral  force  and  dignity  of  whose  charac- 
ters would  give  prestige  to  their  undertakings,  and  whose  maternal 
influence  would  secure  the  affectionate  obedience  and  cheerful  co- 
operation of  their  pupils  ;  and  the  employment  of  whom  would  re- 
lieve the  system  from  a  redundancy  of  juvenile  teachers. 

The  ability  that  such  would  possess,  of  moulding  the  character, 
and  controlling  the  exuberance  of  youthful  waywardness,  would  great- 
ly outweigh  the  adventitious  circumstances  of  brilliant  attainments 
which  could  not  be  made  available  in  that  sphere,  and  form  no  part 
of  sanative  influence. 

Insubordination,  which   is  practised  with  impunity  at  school,  will 
soon  ripen   into  open  rebellion   at  home  and  dissipate   into  perfect 
26 
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abandonment  abroad,  recoiling  upon  society  with  painful  effect,  and 
ending  the  victim's  life  with  ignominy  and  shame ;  all  of  which 
might  have  been  prevented,  had  healthful  discipline  restrained  the 
germing  developments  of  evil,  and  moral  influence  strengthened 
and  nourished  the  puny  resolves  for  amendment.  For  these  and 
other  collateral  reasons,  we  would  respectfully  urge  upon  your  at- 
tention, the  consideration  of  this  subject,  which  is  important  in  its 
bearings  upon  education  and  philanthropy,  both  immediately  and 
prospectively.

To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  compliance  with  the  requisition  of  the  Board,  I  beg  leave  re- 
spectfully to  present  the  following  brief  Report  of  the  Saturday  Nor- 
mal Class. 

The  first  term  of  the  Class  commenced  September  6th,  1852,  with 
twelve  pupils  ;  the  number  enrolled  during  the  year  ending  July, 
1S52,  was  thirty. six.  In  September  last  the  duties  of  the  Class  were 
resumed  with  thirty-two  pupils,  eighteen  of  whom  were  admitted  at 
the  last  Examination  of  the  Western  Female  High  School,  the  re- 
mainder were  former  pupils  :  seven  have  since  been  received,  mak- 
ing the  number  entered  during  the  present  term,  thirty-nine.  The 
whole  number  who  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  the  Class  is 
sixty-one. 

The  actual  average  attendance  has  not  been  so  good  as  we  would 
desire,  but  this  is  attributable  to  the  frequent  absence  of  a  few,  the  in- 
clemency of  the  weather,  sickness,  and  the  distance  at  which  some 
of  the  young  ladies  reside  from  the  School.  In  some  instances  those 
who  are  engaged  in  teaching  during  the  week,  find  a  constant  atten- 
dance of  the  Saturday  Class  too  confining  ;  but  notwithstanding  these 
drawbacks,   it    is   believed    much  benefit   has   resulted,  of  which  we 
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have  an  evidence  in  the  return  of  former  pupils,  most  of  whom  had 
attended  the  Class  from  its  first  organization,  the  increased  facility  with 
which  they  discharge  their  duties  as  pupil-teachers,  and  in  the  in- 
terest manifested  in  the  exercises. 

In  pursuing  a  course  of  instruction,  a  primary  ohject  is  to  keep  the 
mind  of  the  pupil  constantly  directed  to  her  duties  as  a  teacher,  and 
especially  to  the  responsibility  which  rests  upon  those  who  are  en- 
gaged as  Elementary  teachers;  for  it  is  obvious  that  habits,  whether 
mental,  moral,  or  physical,  which  are  acquired  during  the  suscepti- 
ble period  of  childhood,  will  in  a  great  measure,  influence  the  future 
character  of  the  individual. 

Every  facility  to  improve  in  the  business  of  teaching,  which  the 
limited  time  will  allow,  is  afforded.  The  pupils  conduct  the  recita- 
tions alternately,  each  receiving  her  appointment  the  Saturday  pre- 
vious to  that  on  which  she  is  required  to  act  as  Teacher,  thus  allow- 
ing her  opportunity  to  prepare  herself  on  the  branches  proposed  to 
be  taught,  for  it  is  evident  that  the  ability  to  illustrate  a  subject  de- 
pends upon  a  familiar  knowledge  of  it;  and  no  case  has  come  to  my 
knowledge,  of  a  Teacher  absenting  herself  merely  to  avoid  discharg- 
ing the  duties  imposed  upon  her. 

The  order  is  excellent.  The  importance  of  self-government,  as  a 
qualification  essential  to  success  in  in  governing  others,  is  urged 
when  any  impropriety  occurs,  and  this  is  generally  found  a  sufficient 
check  to  the  thoughtless. 

I  think,  taking  all  things  into  consideration,  that  :he  Saturday 
Class,  as  an  experiment,  affords  encouragement  to  the  establishing  of 
a  regular  Normal  School,  in  which  ladies  of  mature  judgment,  but 
who  may  not  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  requisite  to  engage  in  teach- 
ing, might  have  an  opportunity  to  improve  themselves,  and  at  the 
same  time  exert  a  healthful  influence  on  the  younger  pupils.  Thus, 
under  the  fostering  care  of  your  Honorable  Body,  the  Normal  School 
would  become  an  important  and  valuable  Institution.

commission,  with  instructions  to  complete  the  enquiry  under  their 
mch  additional  -  made,  as  should 

tie  them  to  ascertain,  and  mark  upon  the  ground,  the 
don  under  all  (he  circumstances,  and  in  view  of  the  actual 
construction  of  the  avenues   referred  to  in  u\  .1   resolu- 

tions; as  well  as  of  an  avenue  connecting  the  southern  extremity 
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of  the  Western  Avenue  with  Fort  Avenue/' — requiring  the  com- 
mission also,  to  include  in  their  report  detailed  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  the  plan  adopted  by  them,  including,  as  far  as  the  same 
could  be  ascertained,  the  probable  cost  of  the  ground  required 
for  the  work,  enumerating  the  respective  proprietors  thereof. 
For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  commission  to  perform  these 
duties,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated. 

In  view  of  the  more  extensive  examinations  contemplated  by 
the  resolution  of  the  last  session,  the  commission  were  satisfied 
that  it  would  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  services  an  engineer 
who  could  devote  his  time  exclusively  to  the  work.  Mr.  Chif- 
felle,  who  had  made  the  original  surveys,  and  of  the  merit 
and  value  of  whose  work  it  had  afforded  the  commission  so 
much  satisfaction  to  speak  in  their  first  report,  had,  in  the  in- 
terval, been  chosen  Surveyor  of  the  City, — and  while,  had  it 
been  in  his  power  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  subject, 
the  commission  would  have  had  great  pleasure  in  re-appointing 
him  their  surveyor,  the  impossibility  of  this,  after  his  election, 
required  them  to  look  elsewhere  for  a  person  to  do  the  work; 
and,  on  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  B.  H.  Latrobe,  who  had 
acted  as  consulting  engineer  in  the  first  surveys,  they  employed 
Mr.  Augustus  Faul  as  principal,  and  Mr.  Charles  F.  Mayer, 
jr.,  as  assistant,  surveyor;  the  former  at  the  rate  of  $100,  and 
the  latter  at  the  rate  of  $41,  per  month  :  and  by  these  gen- 
tlemen, with  the  aid  of  the  usual  hands,  when  in  the  field, 
has  the  whole  work  been  done, — Mr.  Latrobe  continuing  to 
render  his  gratuitous  services,  as  before,  as  consulting  engineer. 

In  making  the  original  surveys,  the  outlines  of  Poppleton's 
map  had,  in  a  great  degree,  controlled  the  commission, — the 
departure  therefrom  being  comparatively  slight.  In  the  surveys 
just  completed,  this  map  has  been  wholly  disregarded,  and  the 
best  line  for  the  avenue  has  been  sought,  with  no  other  limit 
to  the  choice  than  that  imposed  by  the  nature  of  the  ground, 
and  the  uses  of  the  undertaking,  in  reference  to  the  conven- 
ience  and  the  growth   of  the   city.

Bond's  mansion;  presenting  singular  facilities  for  the  construction 
of  the  avenue,  its  mouth  was  aimed  at  in  the  next  change  of  di- 
rection, and  at  the  same  time  the  passage  of  Jones'  Falls  was  ef- 
fected in  the  most  desirable  manner.  By  a  curious  coincidence, 
the  surface  of  the  ground  in  the  north  western  angle  of  the  city, 
required  that  here,  as  at  the  other  extremity  of  the  north  line,  the 
direction  of  the  avenue  should  be  oblique, — the  result  of  which 
was  to  place  the  Western  Avenue  on  excellent  ground,  as  will  be 
apparent  on  an  inspection  of  the  map.  From  the  Calverton  Turn- 
pike to  Pulaski  street,  there  was  no  choice  of  location ;  and  from 
Pulaski  street  to  Fort  Avenue,  the  southern  line  of  avenue,,  now 
for  the  first  time  traced,  was  made  to  conform  to  the  streets  as  al- 
ready located,  the  main  stem  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road 
being  crossed  by  a  viaduct.  The  steepest  grade  on  any  part  of  the 
line  is  five  feet  in  the  hundred, — and  even  this  occurs  but  rarely. 
Throughout  the  entire  extent,  there  are  but  few  places,  on  either 
side  of  the  avenue,  on  which  buildings  might  not  be  at  once 
erected,  without  any  objectionable  preliminary  excavation  or  em- 
bankment,— and  these  places  are  where  the  crossing  of  water 
courses,  or  surface  drains,  make  it  necessary,  for  short  distances,  to 
keep  the  avenue  on  an  embankment.  The  commission,  indeed, 
think  themselves  extremely  fortunate  in  the  location  which  is  now 
obtained,  and  which  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.  That  it  is  the 
best  that  can  be  found,  they  have  no  question. 

The  accompanying  map  shows  so  fully  all  the  details  of  loca- 
tion and  grade,  that  the  commission  prefer  to  make  it  a  part  of  their 
report,  rather  than  by  an  elaborate  description  in  words,  to  attempt 
to  supply  its  place.  It  has  been  prepared  with  great  care  from 
the  larger  surveys;  and,  exhibiting,  as  it  does,  a  skeleton  map  of 
the  city,  and  the  original  location  of  the  avcnut's,  as  well  as  the  im- 
provements effected  by  what  has  now  been  done,  will  be  found 
useful  for  present  as  well  as  future  reference.  Besides  the  origi- 
nal, accompanying  their  report,  the  commission  have  had  lithogaph- 
ic  copies  made,  from  the  stone  of  which  the  council  may  order,  for 
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ral  distribution,  whatever  Dumber  they  may  think  expedient. 
The  whole  length  of  the  avenue,  including  Fori  avenue,  is  foui

cally expressed  by  them.     The  construction  of  the  prop 
nues,  as  now  located,  will    place  Baltimore  in  advance  of  every 
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city  in  America,  in  attention  to  the  wants  of  the  masses  of  its  citi- 
zens, not  less  than  to  its  own  adornment.  Nor  will  any  city  in 
the  old  world  surpass  it  in  these  respects. 

Besides  the  reduction  in  the  width  of  the  avenue  from  the  west- 
ern extremity  of  Stockholm  street,  already  spoken  of,  the  commis- 
sion found  it  necessary  to  reduce  the  width,  in  like  manner,  at  the 
crossing  of  Jones'  Falls,  and  on  either  side.  Here,  for  about  three- 
fourths  of  a  mile,  the  avenue  has  been  located  an  hundred  feet 
wide  only, — and  here,  as  in  Stockholm  street,  the  central  planta- 
tions will  be  dispensed  with. 

The  map  accompanying  this  report  forms  but  a  small  portion  of 
the  work  that  has  been  done  by  Mr.  Faul  and  his  assistant.  Lon- 
gitudinal and  cross  sections  have  been  prepared,  as  well  as  a  plat 
of  each  avenue,  separately,  on  a  larger  scale  than  that  shown  on 
the  present  map;  and  calculations  for  quantity  have  been  made 
with  a  detail  and  accuracy  that  entitle  them  to  the  fullest  confi- 
dence. The  cut  and  fill,  to  use  the  proper  technical  phrase,  have 
been  equalized  throughout, — that  is  to  say,  the  excavation  will  af- 
ford the  earth  required  for  embankment,  and  neither  more  nor  less; 
and  the  distance  of  haul  has  been  so  arranged  as  not  to  exceed,  in 
any  instance,  five  hundred  feet, — in  most  cases,  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  feet.  The  calculations  have  been  carefully  copied  for 
preservation,  and  leave  little  to  be  done,  with  reference  to  any  por- 
tion of  the  avenues,  hereafter,  but  to  drive  the  stakes,  and  agree 
upon  the  price  per  cubic  yard,  with  a  certainty  as  to  the  sum  to  be 
paid  for  any  particular  work  required  to  be  done, 

Not  the  least  gratifying  result  of  Mr.  FauPs  labours,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  reduction  of  the  estimated  cost  of  construction.  The 
total  estimated  cost  of  the  graduation,  masonry  and  planting  of  the 
location  originally  reported,  including  the  Eastern,  Northern  and 
Western  Avenues,  only,  was  .$641,360,  which  the  commission 
ventured  to  express  the  opinion  might  be  reduced  to  the  sum  of 
$500,000 — whereas,  the  present  estimates,  elaborately  made  as 
they  have  been,  and  including  about  three  miles  more  of  distance, 
have  satisfied  the  commission  that  the  whole  work  can  be  done  for 
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al)ou(  $300,000;  the  exact  estimate  being  $365,318,— or,  by 
;ii'_"  Jones1  Palls,  on  the  level  of  the  Susquehanna  Rail  Road, 

thereby  saving  the  cost  of  a  very  high  Btone  viaduct,  fl  i  $220,000.

And  there  remains,  say  §337,000,  as  the  cost  of  surrounding 
Baltimore  with  a  series  of  public  squares,  such  as  have  been 
described,  with  macadamized  carriage  drives  and  gravelled  walks, 
for  the  adornment  of  the  city,  and  the  comfort,  health,  and 
recreation  of  its  inhabitants. 

It  would  be  unjust,  were  the  commission  to  leave  the  sub- 
ject of  the  first  and  second  estimates,  without  stating  that  they 
are  irrespective  wholly  of  the  merits  of  the  gentlemen  respect- 
ively, by  whom  they  were  made.  Mr..  ChifTelle  was  confined 
to  the  general  outline  of  Poppleton's  plan,  and  it  would  have 
been  impracticable  for  him  to  have  produced  other  results  than 
he  did, — whereas,  without  restriction,  Mr.  Faul  was  left  to  select 
the  best  ground,  both  as  regards  economy  and  other  considera- 
tions. 

It  is  due  to  Mr.  Faul  to  say,  that  it  has  been  from  his 
notes  upon  the  subject  that  this  report  has  been  prepared,  and 
that  to  his  intelligence  the  commission  have  been  largely  indebt- 
ed in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

It  is  proper,  too,  that  the  commission  should  take  this  occa- 
sion to  express  their  sense  of  the  value  of  the  services  which 
have  been  rendered  by  Mr.  B.  H.  Latrobe,  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  who  has  given

proposed  to   be   added   to   the   plat   of  the   city,  may  object  to 
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the  increased  taxation  to  which  they  will  be  subject,  when 
brought  under  the  city's  jurisdiction. 

Still,  however,  when  the  object  to  be  accomplished  is  so 
important,  there  must  be  some  common  ground  on  which  the 
parties  may  meet.  The  commission  entertain  little  doubt  that 
the  avenues,  when  made,  would  become,  at  once,  desirable  lo- 
cations for  residences,  the  side  next  the  county  obtaining  proba- 
bly the  preference,  on  account  of  the  rate,  of  taxation  already 
referred  to;  so  that  the  amount  of  assessable  property  in  the 
county  would  not  be  less  than  it  is  now,  although  the  area 
assessed  might  be  smaller.  Should  the  county  take  this  view 
of  the  subject,  no  opposition  would  be  made  to  the  passage, 
by  the  Legislature,  of  such  a  law  as  might  be  necessary.  In 
case  of  difficulty  here,  however,  a  compromise  might  be  made, 
upon  the  basis  of  allowing  the  county  to  continue  to  collect 
the  taxes  at  the  current  rates  upon  the  property  lying  between 
the  present  and  proposed  boundary  avenues,  for  a  certain  time 
after  the  completion  of  the  latter, — during  which  it  should,  with 
the  exception  of  the  avenue  itself,  continue  subject  to  county 
authority, — and,  after  which,  it  should  be  taken  as  a  part  of 
the  city,  for  all  intents  and  purposes.  In  this  way,  the  inter- 
ests of  the  city  and  county  might  be  made  to  agree,  and  the 
great  object,  the  construction  of  the  avenues,  obtained.  The 
commission  make  this  as  a  suggestion  proper  to  be  considered, 
when  the  question  arises,  should  the  City  desire  it  to  arise 
there,  before  the  Legislature. 

With  regard  to  the  time  and  system  for  executing  the  work, — 
supposing  the  necessary  authority  to  be  obtained,  the  commission 
suggest,  that  the  portion  of  the  northern  avenue  at  its  inter- 
section with  Charles  street,  should  be  made  at  once.  Beginning  at  a 
point  850  feet  west  of  Charles  street,  where  the  avenue  is  re- 
duced in  width,  in  view  of  crossing  the  falls,  and  extending 
thence  easterly  to  the  York  road,  a  distance  of  twenty-nine 
hundred  feet,  the  cost  being  thirteen  thousand  three  hundred  and 
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thirteen  dollars, — and  recommend  in  thk  event  the  employment  of 
Mr,  Paul  to  <  airy  mil  the  work  which  he  has  already  surveyed  and 
planned^  bjb  the  beet  guaranty  of  its  being  done  within  the

Should  the  Council  determine  to  have  the  Charles  street 
division  done  at  once,  affording,  as  it  will  do,  a  specimen  of 
the  whole  work,  an  appropriation  of  $12,000,  in  addition  to 
the  unexpended  balance  of  last  year's  appropriation,  will  be 
all  that  will  be  necessary  for  the  purpose,  which  will  include 
the     cost   of  superintendence   and   oilice  rent. 

The  commission  accompanying  their  report  with  a  state- 
ment of  their  expense.-,  with  the  accompanying  vouchers,  and 
commend  the,  whole  matter  of  the  avenues  and  1 1 n-ir  early  com- 
pletion to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the   Councils.

I  have  now  carefully  examined  the  line  surveyed  by  Mr.  Au- 
gustus Faul  for  the  Boundary  Avenue,  and  it  gives  me  much 
pleasure  to  say  that  it  meets  my  approbation  fully, — Mr.   Faul 
adopting  some  suggestions  which  I  made  to  him  for  changes  at 
certain  points,  especially  those  at  the  crossing  of  Jones'    Falls 
and  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road,  and  at  the  cros- 
sing of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  near  the  western  end 
of  the  Mount  Clare  cut.     Mr.  Faul  has  laid  his  line  with  excellent 
judgment,  and  so  as  to  take  the  fullest  advantage  of  all  the  natural 
features  of  the  ground  with  the  least   possible   interference  with 
improved  property.      The  position  of  the   line  is,  indeed,  most 
beautiful  and  commanding;   and,  withal,  cheap   of  construction 
to  a  surprising  degree,  considering  the  broken   character   of  the 
country  environing  the  city.     There  are   many  points  of  detail 
upon  which  I  cannot  touch  now,  but  which  will  require  great 
attention  when  the  plan  of  the  work,  in  all  its  parts,  is  under 
consideration.     I  will  continue  to  give  my  oversight  and  advice,

The  Report  of  Mr.  Augustus  Paul,  upon  his  location  of 
the  Boundary  Avenue,  has  been  submitted  to  me  by  him,  and 
I  have  carefully  reviewed  it  with  its  accompanying  estimates  of" 
COSl  and  plans  of  construction.  In  my  letter  to  you  of  the  11th 
of  November  last,  1  expressed  my  opinion  of  the  location  lie  had
